SCIENCE FOR MINISTERS. 
ADDRESS OF PROF. CHURCHILL, OF OBERLIN. 
The following is the substance of an interest- 
ing address delivered last week at Oberlin, by 
Prof. C. H. Churchill, of the College which is 


Located there : 

Do you see that human skull?” said Goethe, 
walking with bis friend in an old cemetery. It 
appears to me like a mere biossom of the spinal- 
column, an expansion of the uppermost verte- 
bra.” This poetic fancy, thus first expressed, is 
now an accepted doctrine of anatomy. It may 
Ulustrate the relation of gevius to intelligence, 
of hypothesis to science. It goes before and 
prepares the way, inspiring with its lofty un- 
agininogs the enthusiasm of the patient plodders 
wo come to verify their suggestions, and who 
thas get glimpses of toe glory which shall re- 


ward the toil. 

Genius sometimes sees at a glance the causes 

the sequences, and the relations which to the 
common mind appear involved in unfathomable 
intricacy. The physical creation is as full of un- 
written poetry as is the world of society, and 
opens as inviting a field for the play of the 
imagination, as large though widely different 
ecope for the most comprehensive intelligence, 
as do the ‘ambitious, the intrigues, and the 
passions of men. For here we deal directly 
with the thoughisa of God, and are amazed, or 
pleased, or touched with deep emotion, as His 
power, or His skill, or His love shine forth. 

It is not wise, therefore, to decide as is viona- 
ry the hypotbeses set forth by the masterly 
minds which have proved their right to be heard. 
For, while some of these will a surediy not abide 
the test of large and thorough investigation, 
cthers will remain as enduring monuments of 
the power of human thought. Nor does a bold 
hypothesis which challenges the admiration of 
men, and which at least binds together lacis not 
otherwise easily retained, fail to be a great bicss- 
ing to maokind, though time aud research prove 
it to be failacious. Who sbail estimate the 
usefulness of the fluid theory of elec- 
tricity and of beat, or the corpuscular theory 
of light, though no one of these is at present 
received as true? What an inspiration has the 
doctrine of the correlation and the conservation 
of forces been to scientific men, and what vast 
reputations have been built on their discovery. 
Mechauical foree may indeed be converted 
into hght; but, up to a very recent date, 
light bas exhibited no force whatever, 
and the recentiy-discovered ſorce is barely sufti- 
cient to overcome the smallest resistance that 
can be devised for it, 

Lavoisier became a household name because 
a few years ago be discovered that animal heat 
was the result of the slow combustion conustautly 
going on in the lungs and distiibuted througu 
the es stem by the cuculation of the blood. Now 
it is well known that the proportion of oxygen 
necessary to produce the amount of carbonic 
acid coutinually exhaled from tue lungs is far be- 
yond that which can be derived from the inhaled 
air, aud the theory is universally given up. Vital 
heat is found to be more or jess dependent on 
nervous energy, and astovishing changes in the 
temperature of the body may be made while the 
actiou of the lungs and digesiive apparatus re- 
main constant. Moreover, the uumber of pulsa- 
tions of the beat in a healthy man bas been 
raised to nearly double the normal c uot, while 
the temperature has been lowered at the same 
moment. 

It is to be observed that, for the most part, the 
origivators vf those theories which have been 
most brilliant, aud have stood the test of time, 
as well as of those which have served only a 
tem orary purpose, have been devout men, vor- 
ehiping and ioving God, or exercising the 
serene faith of the Christian; while pactisan 
advocates of their theories, believiag that they 
have seen in them the seeds of a powerful oppo- 
sition to teligton, bave both rashly com- 
mitted themselves to the theories, and have 
built upon them an intricate superstruciure in- 
volving a vast amount of truth aud error which 
they practically aim as science par excellence. 
It is this last class of men who have precipitated 
an apparent conflict between religion and 
science, while all of truth which they have is as 
— the property of religion as of science 
itse, 

It is the boast of the scientist that he builds 
on facta, aud knows whereof he aflirme. Age 
after age the store accumuiates, each brother 
conscievtiously and toilfully gathering materials 
whose worth he kuons not, and which will only 
be appreciated perhaps centuries aiter bis death. 

No one would cali in question a recorded ob- 
ecrvation of Pythagoras, or Thales, or of 
Ptolemy, or of Newton, or of Herschel, or hesi- 
tute to make it a basis of reckoping, any more 
than a Christian would besitate to accept the 
testimony of Paul, or the experience of Peter. 
But science, like religion, has ite hypocrites and 
pietenders. The Caliph of Bagdad, iu the eighth 
ceutury, ordered his astronomers to measare ao 
arc of the meridiao, with the view of ascertain- 
jog the diameter of the earth. There is good 
evidence that they made a femt of 
measuring the are., and returned to the 
Caliph the result of Plolemy's measurement 

® thousavd years before. So now we 
have Cardiff giants and artificial] mermaids. We 
have human skuils, found at astonishiug depths 
aud ju unueard-of places, to prove the antiquity 
of man. The facts of & man who has a pet 
theory and a partisan spirit will bear scannio 
2 closely in these —

Others, with more or less pe ask. How can 
there be motion with notbipg to move, and what. 
else can force do bat move matter? It is ac 
easy for the infinite God to hold the conception 
wf matter forever before the human mind. 
and to associate the of fom 
with a given space or locality. so 
that every mind ap thet locality 
shail have the same conceptions and experience 
a similar train of thought, as it would be to cre- 
ate the matt r. shape it into forms, and locate it 
actually, and the spiritual restate would be the 
same. Tuns does not imply deception on the 
part of God. We do something akin to this 
when we discoearse of geometric forms in pure 
mathematics, and hold the conception before 
each other's minds by words and symbols. Gud 
can communicate with infinite facility without 
such machinery. 

Now, no branch of science has assumed high- 
er importance and attaued ® mere perfect ded- 
nition and analysis than modern chemistry. It 
is the boast aod delight of the age. 
It has received the closest attention of some of 
the tinest and most bril.iant intellects which the 
eighteenth and nineteenth ceoturies have pro- 
duced. Coucerniog its facts, that is, ite posi- 
tuve results, its affiuities, its reactions, its neu- 
tralizations, there is no dispute or doubt; but is 
not the whole region of tte theories, down in the 
doptus of atomie fittleness, down in the abyss of 
atomic 8; aces—a region, to sav the least, obscure ? 
Nevertheless, the theory is acceptable to candid 
minds. But observe: chemical science is so far 
from enabling us to conciade that there is no 
need of God, or that matter has any seli- 
potency, that it cannot eveo assure us that mat- 
ter existe at all independent of spirit, or, if it 
exists, that the atoms of a body ae certainly in- 
capable of division below a given point. 

ut if science is so uncertain ite tenets ir , 
the realm of the atoms, let us look at if » 
triumphs m the region of infinite space. ae 
nebular bypothesis suggested) by Laple po 
and espoused by the elder sierschel, 19 the pro- 
lic mother of the evolusdion theory in al { ite 
branches and outgrowths. Not pecessar jy go, 
bat the common origin of all living bel: ge in 
protoplasm is a sort of 2 seque ace of 
the idea that the earth, with all the solar system, 
is born of ao infinitely different gas. Ath the 
hypothesis, we have no quarrel. It is, held by 
as devout and reverent men as the world 
has ever seen. It is ony when it ig un- 
naturally held to imply the e fernity and 
self-potency of matter that u becomes 
obpoxivus to reason send ec amon sense. 
Now, this nebular hypothesis de mands of us te 
believe that these same solid, atoms, whose 
smaliness aud whose compai atively wide dis- 
tances we have just been cous gering, were once 
so, diffused that muillions'of, miliioas of cubie 
miles of them would weig’a but a few ounces, 
and were in a state of sucl, mtense heat that ai! 
the mverals aud metals maintained this highly 
volatinzed form. To secount for the planets 
aud their comolicated motions, it is necessa: y to 
suppose the arigioal maes of vapor i lar in 
form, so that i notion could be communicated by 
the talliug down of the elevated or projecting 

ortions, and separate bodies would be tormed 

the evolution. and thrs cooling of the vapor. 
This must have hajppenes: within a period com- 
gg dee ae ® few hundred millions 
of years m oct. But what u 
kept it hot and irreg uli r against the law 4 the 
radiation of beat am! oy gravity during the eter- 
nity which preceded? It seems aleo never to 
have occurred to those who reject the notion of 
avy power external to f he original heated mass 
that, according to the’ reil-known law of action 
and reaction, the fall o f projecting poruons could 
pever by apy possibuil y produce a revolution of 
the whole. 

We have said that the nebular hypothesis ac- 
counted for the phen omens % ne Univeise Gp 
to the creation ot ijiving ongamisems. AL thas 
point it fails, and b snce some modern naturai- 
ists have veutured oa conjectures equally bold 
but not equally hapyy. These could well 
enough be tolet-ated, however, if they 
were put forth simply as hypotheses, 
but when their { uivocates dignify them with 
the name of sciene e we demur. We must cer- 
tainly put the docf rines of evolution and proto- 
plasm ouiside of things known. Tae vroof of 
their truth at the present stage of the question 
is at the best obs ure. Let there are marvelous 
analogies which | ook toward the truth of Dar- 
win's theory. E erdioand Papillon says all eggs 
are exactly alike. The egg of a lion and the egg 
ot a m ue at o ne stage are identical im form. in 
the nulaber of cells. and the chemical constitu- 
euts. Each is a mere transparent mucous drop, 
the 250th of ar inch in diameter; and with abso- 
lutely nothing by which its futute can be fore- 
told. Yet each one gees ou adding 
cells, develt)ppiug the embryo, pursuing 
a continuous growth, incessantly producing 
and multiplying new forma and new forces, tiil 
the perfecc aod beautiful drganiam, each in tts 
kind, disports. itself m the sunlight. The duc- 
imine Of evolution, as taught by Darin, does 
not teach that man is the improved monkey, or 
that be is the offepriog of aay ower species, but 
that from a common monad one line of develop- 
ment leads to man, anoiher jo the monkey, etc. 
It will at once occur to those who are vot bostile 
to the idea of a supreme, divine Creator that it 


to develop a man from aiponad in twenty-five 
millions of years as to do the same thing 
in twenty-five years; and the doctrine 
which the thoughtinag skeptics have 
caught up, with eugh eager baste aud 
paraded with so ignorans an assurance, must in- 
evitably reco upon them. Darwin himself is 
said to be a believer in God, though not a pro- 
fessor in the Christian faith, aud assuredly he 
needs to be to make bia famous theory tenable 
a noment. 

Mr. Darwin’s pupils have materially modified 
the original theory. A distinguished auatomirt 
of Philadelphia, not lung since, in lecturing bo- 
fore a medical class on the buman eye, exhibited 
by comparison the mye ot a cock. and calied the 
attention of the class te the thin membrane 
which the fowl is a:customed to draw in iront of 
the pupil in the act of crowmmg. He then poiut- 
ed out tue slight fold of a simJar membrane at 
the corner of the human eye, and gravely re- 


skin-covering which had

the field of Moses’ observation is u different one 
from bis oro. We could insist on this even 
if the intmacy of Moses with Jehovah 
were stridiy privat and testified to 
by his single w but now we 
may do it wth greater emphasie since the wit- 
nesses to it were more numerous than would be 
reckoned atall to establish the fact of 
a transit of Venas on a certain day, or of the ap- 
pearance of a uew star... Portanately for the 
truth the number of who intelligently ac- 
cept the words ot the p and 
religion is evea greater than thet of those who

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A SIGNIFICANT TRIAL. 
RELATIONS OF CHURCH AND. STATE IN TRALY. 
Pail Hall Budoet, July 23, 

The civil tribunal of Mantua has just given a 
decision in an ecclesiastical case which illustrates 
the relations of Church and State in Italy. The 
Court-has declared that, while the Catholic is 
the recognized religion of the State, liberty of 
conscience aud of worship is accorded to all 
citizens, and that therefore the election of an 
Old Catholic cure by a majority of the parishion- 
ers is legally valid. Tbe Church buildings are

Nowadays, even in Italy, the Church 
must bring actions at civil law, aud is liable to 
the same chances of failure aod misadventure 
as any other suitor. In this instance the Church, 
represented by ths Bishop of Mantua, has suf- 
fered utter overthrow.

He nad the 
good fortune to be killed—eharing this advantage with 
Secrates and Lincoln,’ andso forth for quantity, 
Now there is nota rationalet in Germany or France 
who will not fully accord with Mr. Powell in all this, 
and go heartily with him as far as be will go in eulogiz- 
ing the Chief Flower of Judaic civilization. But eny 
German or French infidel would scorn the unmaniy 
subterfuge of claiming a Christian name or titie for 
his society or himeelf,: And itis not in manly human 
nature to look upon one ccvcupying a position of that 
kind with any sort of respect. This is the secret, we 
have no doubt, of the failure of the extreme Unitarian 
wing to bring into their connection thousands of men 
whose views are in full accord with their own,

A THRILLING INTERVIEW.

„ That is difficult to answer, there have been so 
many. Upon consideration, I think that I was more 
gratified, 2 more triumphant,in Naples than else- 
where, and the reason was this: When I first 
entered upon my career, I was to 
play in Naples, I had made no reputation, and 
was ob to take whatever cast they were 
pleased to give me. They gave me one so for- 
eigu to my taste that I would not take the trouble to 
learn it, and when I appeared upon the stage I not 
only did not act my part well, but I did not even know 
the text.

Fifteen years later, when I had become more or lees 
celebrated, I returned to Naples, They asked me 
whether I would appear in comedy, or 
tragedy. I answered that it was immaterial to me. 
They insisted that I must choose; I sald comedy. 
(At my exclamation of surprise be said that the char- 
acter was “ sufficiently serious.“) The second night I 
chose the melodrama; the third, tragedy (“Zaire”). 
My su ces was — yar gas * ig ag ope before 
the curtain again and again. nally, the lights were 
lowered, * — dispersed, and after all had Ret 
and the theatre was dark the crowd collected and re- 
turned, insisted upon the theatre being relighted, and 
cheers upon cheers rang through the house. That 
pleased me, and that triumph remains the most vividly 
colored in my memory.” 

Salvini, who, according to the interviewer, de- 
velops many of the qualities remarkab in 
leading juvenile actors, to-wit: excesarve vanity 
and a craving for popular adulation, bas had two 
narrow escapes from d Ou one occasion he 
became so excited that he plunged a dagger into 
his side within half an inen of his heart. On 
another, he fell upon a curved knife with which 
he is supposed to kill himeelf, and the result was 
serious. He thus describes it ;:

PROPOSED EXIRA SESSION. 
There is some talk of asking Gov. Brves- 
won to convene a special session of the Leg- 
islature to provide some means whereby this 
city and a number of other cities may be able 
to extricate themselves from the difficulties 
in collecting their back taxes. We think this 
measure is premature. The fate of Bill 300 
is of course felt as seriously, in other cities as 
in Chicago. These other cities have been la- 
boring under the disadvantage of trying to 
collect their taxes under that and other spe- 
cia] laws. Whatever reason may have prevail- 
ed in the past, there is no reason now why 
any of these cities may not have their taxes 
assessed and collected under the general law. 
But the general law itself, in the matter of 
city taxes, may require some mo lification, and 
especially in the means of collecting the taxes 
of back years which have escaped collection be- 
cause of defects in the special laws. One 
thing is certain: there should be no more at- 
tempts at special legislation. There should 
be but one revenue law, one tax assessment, 
and one collection. But the uncollected taxes 
of past years is a serious embarrassment to 
all these cities, and legislation may be needed 
to enable those taxes either to be levied anew, 
or to be collected in some manner. None of 
those cities can afford to lose them. There 
should also be a conference between the sev- 
eral cities, a full statement of the difficulties, 
and a general agreement upon the proper 
legislation needed, which will require time, 
and, if a special session of the Legislature 


) be needed, it should be held next winter. 


No time would be lost, if there were prelimi- 
nary consultation and agreement. 

Another and a serious embarrassment is 
the controversy over the charter of this city. 
There are two questions pending. One is, 
that the charter of 1872, under which the 
city is now operating, was never adopted 
legally. That is a question of law. If the 
objection be held valid by the Supreme 
Court, then that settles the whole matter 
finally. The second question is, Was the 
charter adopted, as a matter of fact? That 
is to be tried in the event that the Supreme 
Court shall hold that the charter was adopted 
as a matter of law. It is unfortunate in 
many respects that this point cannot be de- 
termined by the courts without delay. It 
seems to us that, if there were a disposition 
to do so on the part of the city authorities, 
both these cases might be so far agreed upon 
that decrees might be taken in the lower 
courts, and the whole matter, in all its forms, 
be laid before the Supreme Court for one and 
a final decision. If this were out of the way, 
and it was definitely settled what charter 
the city was under, there would be more in- 
telligent action than can be had while that 
question is undetermined. Other cities, em- 


barrassed by the question of taxation, have 


not adopted the charter of 1872. What would 
be suitable and necessary in the one case, 
may not answer in the others. If legislation 
be required, time had better be taken to con- | 
sider what may be needed, so that when the 
Legislature shall be called definite legislation 
may be asked. 
COLLECTING CITY TAXES. 
The City of. Chicago holds judgments for 
taxes on real estate covering nearly, if not 
quite, three millions of dollars. For this she 
has the certificates of tax sale for the unpaid 
taxes of 1872, 1873, and in due time will have 
for the uncontested unpaid taxes of 1874, 
The unpaid taxes of 1872, 3, and 4, for 
which she has no judgments, will aggregate 
perhaps a million and a quarter of dollars. 
These taxes of all kinds are a lien upon the 
property ; those for which the property has 


judgments and in the certificates of tax sale. 
The other taxes, for which there is no judg- 
ment, is still a lien, and the City Govern- 
ment, we think, should place among the land 
records, as a notice to purchasers, a full state- 
ment of such unpaid taxes, The effect 
would be that no sales or mortgage of the 
premises could be made so long as the tax 
lien remained a cloud upon the title. Of the 
other unpaid taxes,—those represented by 
the tax certificates,—the whole sum thereof 
will ultimately be collected, because they are 
such a lien of record that none of the prop- 
erty can be sold, or money borrowed thereon, 
so long as the tax remains unpaid. 

But the city is not precluded from collect- 
ing the taxes of 1873 and 1874 by 
the refusal of the courts to grant 


{ judgments and orders of sale. In the act 


providing for the assessment of property 
and the levy and collection of taxes, in 
force July 1, 1873, Sec. 12, it is provided 
that the City Collector, after having received 
his warrant for the collection of the annual 
taxes, shall give ten days’ notice that the 
same is in his hands, and that at the end of 
thirty days be will levy upon the personal 
property of all who have failed to pay.” It 
further provides that at the end of the thirty 
days be shall so levy if personal propérty 
belonging to such delinquent person or per- 
sons can be found.” Said taxes are made 
lien upon any property, real or personal, 
that such delinquents may have or may there- 
after acquire until paid; and the Collector or 
his successor in office may at any time there- 
after levy and collect the same.” Sec. 14 of 
the same act provides as follows: 

All taxes, general or spe fal, and special sassess- 
ments, levied by the City Council, shall be a lien upon 
the real estate on which the same may be imposed, 
and said hen shall continue until said taxes, special 
taxes, and sesessments are paid. . . . 

The city taxes shal) also be a lien on the personal 
property of all persons owiug taxes from and after the 
delivery to the Collector of the warrant; and no sale 


or tréusfer of said property shall affect the lien, but 
the said property may be seized by the Collector

lector wi t any previous process, and the 
same sold, and the proceeds applied to the 
payment of the unpaid tax. 

It isa mistake to assume that the judg- 
ment of a Court is essential to warrant the 
seizure and sale of personal property for 
taxes, whether those taxes are on real estate 
or personal property, or are general or special 
taxes. The only case where a judgment and 


order of sale by a Court is required is where 
real estate is to be sold. The law makes the 
tax a lien; and the Collector is authorized to 


sell it to pay any tax that the owner may 
owe. 

All, therefore, that the City Collector has 
to do, is to get his lists of those persons who 
have not paid their tax for 1878 and 1874, 
especially those who escaped judgment, and, 
placing his order of seizure in the hands of 
his deputiés, go to the residences, offices, or 
places of business of the delinquents, de- 
mand the taxes due, and, if refused, then 
seize and remove so much of the personal 
property of each delinquent as may be neces- 
sary to cover the unpaid tax of all kinds 
which may be due from such persons. 

In the performance of such duty, the City 
Collector cannot be impeded except by the 
order of some Court, and no Court will inter- 
fere unless the applicant will assert that he 
has paid such tax, or that it was fraudulently 
levied, or that it was levied on property not 
subject to taxation. As no such allegations 
can be made, there will be no restraining 
process issued, and the Collector within sixty 
days may collect all the unpaid taxes for 1873 
and 1874 due by residents of the city whose 
property has not already been sold, or for 
which judgment has not been already ob- 
tained. ‘Those persons, therefore, who have 
escaped taxation through the defects of the 
ocal law may be compelled to pay the back 
taxes by the simple exercise of the legal 
powers of the Collector. Will the Collector 
perform his duty? Will the Mayor and 
Comptroller require him to do so? 


THE O'CONNELL DISTURBANCE IN DUBLIN. 
The disturbance in the O’ConnELL demon- 
stration in Dublin on Friday should not be 
misconstrued as an intentional insult to the 
memory of O’Connent. Nothing of this 
kind was entertained. It was a protest of 
the National or Patriot party in Ireland 
against the effort on the part of the Ultra- 
montanes to give the*celebration an Ultra- 
montane character. Lord O’Hacan, who was 
selected as the orator of the day; is a Roman 
Catholic and a strong supporter of the 
British Government. When he did not ap- 
pear, for prudential reasons, the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin undertook to read his speech for 
him. The Lord Mayor of Dublin is also a 
Roman Catholic and a supporter of the Gov- 
ernment. Hence the refusal of the Fenian 
amnesty men and the Home Rulers to 
listen to the reading of a speech of 
one. such man by another man of the 
same character. The meaning of the popu- 
lar protest was expressed by Mr. O’Connor 
Power when he said it was an insult to the 
memory of O’Conrnxtx to invite a pensioner 
of the British Government (meaning OH- 
Gan) to lead in the celebration, and that 
O'CoxxNLL. should be honored as a National- 
ist and the emancipator of Ireland. O Cox- 
wor Power is an Irish member of Parliament 
and himself a Catholic, but he is one of that 
class of Catholics who have Fenian sympa- 
thies. 3 
The Dublin demonsiration is a new evi- 
dence of the fact, which has long been ap- 
parent, that the Roman Catholic Church, as 
a political power, is losing its influence in 
Ireland in the same way, though not to the 
same degree, as in Germany. There is a 
growing protest against Ultramontanism, 
and a disposition to affiliate with the En- 
glish Republicans of the Braptavos 
school. This feeling has been in- 
tensified by the natural sympathy and 
communion of rule which has existed be- 
tween the dignitaries of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Ireland and the English aristoc- 
racy. The Lord Mayor of Dublin and Lord 
O'Hagan, a Circuit Judge, are types of this 
bond. It has also been hastened by the 
growing tendency to freedom of thonght 
among the younger and more intelligent 
classes in all the countries where the Church 
has been accustomed to full political sway. 
The sentiment receives a general expression, 
in Ireland as well as Germany, France, Italy, 
and Belgium, by a protest against Ultramon- 
tanism upon every possible occasion. This 
is what Friday’s demonstration in Dublin 
meant. 


WEST-SIDE IMPROVEMENTS. 
Few people in the North or South Divis- 
ion are aware of the rapid march of im- 
provements in the extreme portions of the 
West Division, particularly in and about 
Central Park. So rapidly are these improve- 
ments progressing that, in a very short time, 
Lincoln Park and the South Parks will cease 
to monopolize the entertainment of pleasure- 
seekers. The West-Siders, at least, will have 
a plece of their own where they can resort 
for recreation, driving, and fresh air.

Forty acres of the east 
side of the Park have already been laid out, 
planted, watered, and beautified, even more 
finely than Union Park, and in the south pro- 
jection of this Central Park, which will prob- 
ably not be improved for some time to coe.

MISTAKES OF TRADE-UNIONISM. 

In time of peace prepare for war,” may’ 
in some cases be a wise maxim. It has bee 
adopted as the motto of one of the great Ex. 
glish trade-unions, and is a favorite legend to 
be inscribed on the flags bornein unionist 
processions. It is an avowal of the underly- 
ing principle of these organizations. Their 
members believe that thé natural state of 
man, in the relations of capitalist and la- 
borer, is war. They unite for the ostensible 
object of fighting their employers. Their 
relief work is incidental and subsidiary to 
this, Yet the latter is of substantial value 
while the former is an almost unmixed evil. 

The power of trade-unions to force or 
maintain wages above the market-level—that 
is, the level at which demand and supply 
would fix them were there nd unions—is very 
small at all times and ni at most times. The 


wage-fund, which is the aggregate remunera- | 
tion of labor either in all trades, in one, or in | 


one establishment, according to the connec- 
tion in which the term is used, may be either 
the real or the possible wage-fund. The 
former is the amount actually paid; the lat- 
ter is the amount which an employer could 
afford to pay and still make a living profit. 
It is evident that when the real and possible 
wage-funds coincide,—that is, when an em- 
ployer is already paying all he can afford,— 
no persuasion, threats, or compulsion can 
advance wages. If the men positively de- 
cline to work for the sums they are receiving, 
the employer must abandon his enterprise 
and shut up his shops, or consume his 
capital He cannot do business at 
a loss. In such a case as this, 
then, trade-unionism is powerless. When the 
real wage-fund is below the possible one, the 
working of economic laws will bring about 
an advance. The two always tend to coin- 
cide. For, when the former is less than the 
latter, the profits of the employers in this par- 
ticular branch of industry will be above the 
average. New capital will be drawn into it. 
The demand for the particular kind of labor 
will thus increase, and its remuneration will 
therefore advance. The process may be 
hastened by a strike or a threatened strike, 
but the increased facilities for bringing other 
journeymen from different parts of the coun- 
try, and even from different countries, di- 
minishes every year the chances of a success- 
ful strike. Moreover, if it does succeed, it 
rarely pays for itself. Suppose 100 men, re- 
ceiving $3 a day, struck for 30 clays, and then 
got $3.50 a day apiece. The aggregate wages 
lost during the 30 days would be $9,000. 
The aggregate gain would be (100X50 cents) 
$50 a day. They would have to receive these 
new wages for 180 working days, or 30 
weeks, before they had made up the $9,000 
lost by the strike of 30 days. But, before 
the thirty weeks had passed, the working of 
supply and demand would have been almost 
certain to have caused the advance. In this 
case, the $9,000 would have been worse than 
wasted, for the strike, besides having given 
the men nothing they would not have got at 
any rate, would inevitably have cultivated 
habits of indolence and int smperance among 
some of them. It would, moreover, have 
caused bad feeling between masters and men, 
and this hurts the latter more than it does 
the former. 

The good done the wor ‘kingman by union- 
ism is, then, very problematical. The harm 
done him is unfortunately not problematical, 
but sure. The union re duces all its members 
to the level of the worst. It will not, as a 
rule, allow employers im most trades to pay 
by the piece,—which ia the most rational 
and equitable form of the wage-system. It 


fixes a certain average ‘wage for good, bad, 


and indifferent workwen. It refuses to let 
the active, strong, sk AHful man reap the re- 
ward of his superiority over his sluggish, 
wasteful, and bung ling comrade. It stretches 
all its members ou a Procrustean bed. The 
inferior majority imposes its rules upon the 
superior minority. The journeyman is thus 
deprived of all ‘Incentive to make himself 
a first-class worker. He will get no more 
pay if he dees so, and his strongest impulse 
to energetic ſabor is thus taken away. There

A TALK ABOUT GREENBACES. 

There are a few simple facts about the 
„ greenback” which cannot be denied, but 
which are often overlooked. We group here 
some of these facts,—the A, B, O of the 
financial question : 

A “greenback” contains the following 
promise: The United States will pay the 
bearer —— dollars.” What does this prom- 
ise of the National Government mean? The 
only word in the sentence about which there 
can be any question is the last. What is a 
“dollar”? The answer is not difficult, for 
the dollar“ existed before the greenback, 
and will exist long after this sort of promise- 
to-pay has been retired. Whatever, there- 
fore, constituted a dollar before the green- 
bock law was passed, is the quantity of 
Value promised to be paid in redemp- 
tion of the greenback. The laws of 
the United States define the word dol- 
lar.” It means, according to them, 
234 grains of gold, made into coin and 
stamped at the Mint of the United States, or 
an equivalent value of silver treated in the 
same way. This dollar is recognized the 
world over. It passes anywhere in Christen- 
dom at its face value. A bit of green paper, 
on the other hand, though stamped a thou- 
sand times over with the word “ dollar,” 
does not become the thing. It merely repre- 
sents the thing, and does this so imperfectly 
that it is worth, not a dollar, not 100 cents, 
but a varying number of cents,—60, 70, 80, 
or 90,—according to certain circumstances 
and the confidence felt in its redemption in 
actual dollars within a reasonable time. It is 
now worth about 86 to 87 cents. It has been 


worth only 38, and not long after it jumped 


to 80 cents, and then tumbled down to 60, 
then up, next down, and so-on. If the infla- 
tion programme were to be fully carried out, 
it would be worth 10 cents or 5 or 0 cen

It 
is not strange, perhaps, that the 
American people have forgotten what 
a “dollar” is, since there has not been a 
real dollar seen in general circulation east 
of the Rocky Mountains since 1861.

In the numerous 
sculptured groups found among the bas-reliefs 
of the tomos in Memphis, the beauty of the 
carving is marred by the sculptor’s ignorance of 
perspective. In their wooden statues the Egyp- 
tians were accustomed to insect in eve-baile of 
quartz roanded bits of rock crystal for the pupils, 
and a bright vail indicated the visual point un- 
der brovze eyelids. The entire ignorance of 
perspective shown in Egyptien art is acconoted 


for by a natural defect in the eye of Easte:n” 


races. The great Sphinx of Memphis, dating 
from an unknown period, and bewn fiom a spur 
of living rock, is 172 feet long and 56 feet high. 
The head of the Sphinx is bumap, representing 
intelligence, and the body that of a lion, typify- 
ing power; but other combinations were fre- 
quently formed, as the Criosphinx, having the 
bead of a ram; the Hierscosphinx, with the 
head of a hawk. Some of the later Sphinxes 
have an additional feature in the form of wings.

The Lately-Deceased Danish Poet 
and Novelist. : 


A Few Weeks in His Company at a 
Country-House in Denmark. 


Sketch of the Personal Characteristics of 
the Noted Author. 


Hans Christian Andersen, the celebrated post and 
novelist of Denmark, whose charming writings are 
well known all over the civilized world, died at Copen- 
hagen, last Wednesday, in the 70th year of his age. 
Only a few months ago, a present was mde to him on 
Uehalf of the children of America, in testimony of the 
pleasure so many of them had derived from his numer- 
ous fascinating tales, Me was a writer of rare genius 
inimitabie in its particular bent; and the ennounce- 
ment of his death Las carried sorrow to the hearts of 
many thousands who knew him only through his 
works. Temple Bar— London um 
tained the following article about him, written by an 
English lady who last year spent a few weeks in his 
company at a country-bouse in Denmark. The arti- 
cle is interesting in itself, but is rendered still more 
ao by the fact that Andersen has now finished his life- 
work, and, full of years and of honors, has laid down 
hie pen forever.) 

I cannot describe the thriil of intense pleasure 
whieh seat the blood tingling to my cheeks 
when, on paying @ visita short while since to 
Denmark, I was told that in a few days Hans 
Christian Andersen would become a guest in the 
bouse where I was staying. For days 
after this announcement I could think 
of notbing else but the wonder and delight of 
really learning to know personally this king 
story-tellers. N 

It was a glorious day at the end of Au- 
gust, and the “ name's day” of our charming 
and sccomplished hostess. 

It was about 11 o’clock when the friends avd 
acquaintances of the family began to arrive, 
each with a bonquet in hand, to offer their con- 
gratulations on the day, and good wishes for the 
future, according to the simple custom of the 
polite people of Denmark. 

When I joined the company, a little later on. 
there were about thirty guests assembled, sitting 
aod standing in the veranda and on the lawn, 
enjoying the warm sunshiny day. Presently, 
above the hum and buzz of the conversation 
which gave life and padsion to the scene, I beard 
the rumble of carriage- wheels cease on the road, 
and a few moments After, from under the 
trees of the private pathway, appeared a tall 
gaunt figure, carrving in his bands a buge basket, 
or rather tray, of beautifully arranged flowers.

Thea every ope pressed around, 
eager for a shake of the hand, and delighted to 
give him a welcome once more in tneir midst;

THE CORCORAN ART CALLERY. 
ITS NOTABLE CONTENTS. 
Svecial Correspondence of The Chicage Tribune, 

Wasmrorox, D. C., Aug. 4—About sixteen 
years ago was laid at the Capital of the United 
States the corner-stone of a building Dedicat- 
ed to Art,” by William W. Corcoran, a rich and 
honored citizen of Washington. When the War 
began, private enterprises were subordinated to 
public need, and this spacious edifice, just com- 
pleted, was rented by the Government for the 
Quattermaster’s Department. For eight years 
the noble dedication stood in mournful contrast 
to beef contracts, bide for shoddy blankets, pro- 
posals for army bacon, or bills of condemned 
mules. 

However, by 1870 the false gods were de- 
throned. when Mr. Corcoran fulfilled his origi- 
pal design, and presented the building, with bis 
private collection of statuary and peintings, 
freely and perpetually to the City of Wasbing- 
ton. Edifice and grounds cost $250,00), Mr. Cor- 
coran’s collection was valued at $100,000, and 
the endowment fund $900,000,—making in the 
aggregate a gift of $1,250,000. In January, 1874, 
having been handsomely fitted up, it was 
opened tothe public under the auspices of the 
Trustees, two of whom, Mr. Walters aod Mr. 
McGuire, are noted conuoisseurs and patrons of 
art. Since that time the original collection has 
doubled and trepied, an excellent catalogue has 
been compiled, and for 25 cents three days in 
the week, or for nothing three other days. may

SCANDINAVIAN MYTHOLOCY. 
A NEW FIELD FOR ART. 

Modern art has ransacked tne world for sub- 
jects for canvas and marble. Every form of do- 
mestic hfe, every aspect of natural scenery, ey- 
ery epoch of history, has its painters, and some 
artists, more learned in classical antiquities 
than the rest,—lixe Alma Tadema and Gerome, 
have found a special field in the representa- 
tion of the daily life of the Greeks and Romans. 
An open field for the exercise of artistic skill, 
whether it be of the poet, paloter, or sculptor, s 
field as yet little worked, is pointed out by Prof. 
R. B. Anderson m a recent book on “ Norse 
Mythology.” Prof. Anderson is Professor pf 
Scandinavian Languages in the University of 
Wisconsin, and his book (creditably to the liter- 
ary progress of the Northwest) is published in 
Chicago. The author calls anew the attention 
of the artistic world to the material for literary 
or pictorial wo:kmanship in , 

THE MYTHS AND FOLK-LORE OF THE NORTH. 

He very judiciously devotes a chapter of his 
book to this subject, and urges his favorite 
studies as material for artistic uses with such 
euthusiasm and knowledge as make it well worth 
the reading of artists who lack matter. It ap- 
pears, indeed, as if a strong-minded artist who 
should take up this field m earnest might al- 
most found a school. 

It is a curious fact that our modern education 
is so exclusively classical that, while every toler- 
ably well educated person is expected to be 
acquainted with the general outline of Greek and 
Roman mytbology, and to hold olearly in miad 
the person and performances of the principal 
ancient heathen divinities, Jupiter and Juno, 
Venus, Hercules, and the rest, we are so igno- 
rant of the myths and fables which by rigbtful 
descent would naturaliy be our own that a d- 
closure of an acquaintance with the mythology 
of the Norsemen, or a casual allusion to Ther, or 
Loke, or Odin, would be regarded either as an 
indication of great and, unusual learning or 
of pedantic affectation. Yet our classical 
learning is only a graft upon a Northern 
stem, avd no doubt the characteristics out of 
which che Nortbern mythology grew, and which 
it in turu fostered aud promoted, underlie tue 
babite of mind of the Northero nations to this 
day, however obecured and changed by modern 
fasbions aud faiths. Nor is (bere anything more 
diflicu!t or hard to understand in tue Norse re- 
hgron than in the Greek and Roman; only the 
customs of classical education and literature 
have famuiliamzed us with the one to the total 
negiect of tue other. Tuere is sense in Professor 
Anderson's suggestion that the aitists may well 
turu from . 

THE WORNOUT SUBJECTS OF ANCIENT MYTHOLOGY 
to the fresh and oot less picturesque material of 
the fabies of our fathers. Jupicer, Veaus, Bac 
cous, Siercury, Vulcan, have long ago been served 
up in every style, aud were at the beginning ques- 
tionable subjects for Christian pens or pencils, 
because of real moral qualities they bad nove. 
Who would not laugh at the idea of ssking Jupi- 
ter or Venus to do a self-sacrificing thing ? 
Power aud beauty alone are symbolized by 
them ; but, clotued with the bright atmosphere 
of Italy or Greece, aud endowed by poet and 
artist with every attribute of physical 
they have become in our minds beautiful pict- 
ues of pure imagmation. ‘There are pdicte of 
contrast between ibe classical and the Northern 
mythology. Many of the divinines of 
the one may be offset with those of 
the otuer, Zeus by Tuor, the Titans by 
the Jotuns, Adouis by Balder, Ste., the result of 
both myibologies bein touuded upou the forces 
ot Nature. But in the accessories and im- 
egery, in all the aathropomorphbic development 
of the operations and offices of these divinities, 
there are the strongest differences, greatly in 
favor, morally speaking, of the gods of the 
North. 

THOMAS CARLYLE 
says this: “To me there is in the Norse sys- 
tem something very geouine, very great, and 
maolike. A broad simplicity, rusticity, so very 
different from the light gracefuiness of the old 
Greek E ism, disunguishes this Scandivaviap 
system. It is lhought, the genume Tuougnut of 
deep, rude, earvest minds. fairly opeved to the 
things about them; @ face-io-face aud heart- 
to-heart inspection of thiugs,—the first 
characteristic of all good thougat in all times. 
Not graceful lightness, half sport, as in the 
Greek Pagani«m ; a certain homely truthfulvess 
and rustic strength, a great, rude sincerity, dis- 
closes itself here.” 

As a matter of course, the imagery attending 
the gods of Nature in the North and South dif- 
fer enurely from each other, that of the South 
being marked by soituess aud grace, that of the 
Norta by vigor and robustness. Both bave 
their advantages for artistic uses. according to 
the genius of a community or the gifts of an art- 
ist. We may imagine what statues Michael 
Angelo would have turned out had it come ip his 
way toi.Jastrate the Norse mayors’. Such an 
embodimeut of strength as the War-God Thor 
would have suited well the temper of the stern 
old Florentine.

The children 
were placed with an honest woman La Mere 
Catherine,” in the Champs Elysees, but their 
education was entirely neglected. Rosa was 
presently sent to a dressmaker’s, but when the 
time came to put a needle in the baude of this 
restless little girl. accustomed to perfect liberty, 
the attempt met with an amount of resistance 


that nothing could conquer. 

Raymond Bonheur next placed bis daughter in 
an elegant boarding-school, where he had ar- 
ranged that she was to be educated in exchange 
for bis drawing-lessons. But the cbild did not 
even know how to write, and showed neither 
taste oor capacity for study, while as to manuers 
it was still worse; her vivacity, fun, the careieas- 
ness of her toilette, were all antagouistic to the 
babits of the school. Her thio priut gown, 
disorderly bair, and total uncovcern about 
dress, horrified the other pila, who shunned 
her, and called her the “little beggar.” It was 
known she did not bay. She was not slow to 
feel the peculiarity of ber position. and found 
her revenge in reproducing the featares of her 
aristocratic companions lu caricatures, taking 
good care not to flatter them. Nor did the 
teachers escape; and it was not hard to identify 
the artiat, for Rosa Bonheur took the regular 

rize in drawing, the only study about which she 

roubied herself. So she was taken away from 
the boarding-school. 

Back at Lome sbe found occupation in copy- 
ing her father’s statuettes, prints, aod studies, 
and seon became as laborious as she had been 
idle at school. Under ber father’s tuition sue 
became able to copy the great masters at the 
Louvre. An incident gave her talent its special 
direction. The Bonheur family lived in tae 
sixtb story with a little terrace on the roof, such 
as is used for drying clotbes. On this terrace 
Rosa brought up a iittie pet sheep, and when- 
ever she was free for a moment she went to her 
sheep and drew it in every possible attitude. As 
this study bad a peculiar attraction for her, she 
declared to her father that she would devote 
herself to animal-painting, and be was too much 
of av artist to oppose her taste. The necessitics 
of study from Nature about Paris, m stables and 
butchers’ yards, led the young artist to the ex- 
traordinary expedient of cutting her bair short, 
and often adopting male attire. Her features, 
energetic rather than delicate, aided the dis- 
guise, In 1841 she made her debut at the Salon 
with two pictures, Rabbits and ““Guats and 
Sheep.” Her great success dates from 1847, 
when she sent to the Salon ner Altelage Nive- 
mais.” 

Her pictures have always sold readily, and ber 
influeuce in the family soon became preponder- 
ating, aod ber brothers and sister all became 
artists, and all in the line of natural history 
Auguste and Julette paioters, aud Isidorea 
sculptor. Rosa succeeded her fa her as director 
of a school of drawing for young ladies, and has 
in turn been succeeded by her sister Juliette. 
A movement oa the part of the pupils to imi- 
tate the close-cut bair aod other peculiarities of 
Mile. Bonheur did not meet with her favor. 
When her fortunes improved she settled in the 
neighborhood of the Luxembourg, and the gar- 
den of her house was immediately transformed 
into a pasture for her models. 

Once as she was returving from the country 
in her male attire, she heard that one of her 
frieads was ill, and burried to ber sick-room, 
She seated herself on the bed and was holding 
the hand of the patient when the doctor enter- 
ed, and, seeing & young man in so familiar a po- 
sition, hastily shut the door and tly re- 
tired. The patient sugeested to Kosa that her 
costume was the cause, aud she pursued and 
caught bim on the stairs and surprised him 
greatly with the revelation of berself as a dis- 
tinguished’ woman. On other occasions 
the jockeys have sannoyed her greatly 
by their pressing invitations to take a 
drink. She now lives in a chateau at Foptaime- 
blean. aud owns pastures and animals, and has 
her own servants to hold her subjects while she 
paints. Sue no longer exhibits io Paris, but her 
. go directly from her studio to the gei- 
eries of her patrons. 

Rosa Doubeur bas won al! the prizes at the 
Salon that are accessible to an artist of her sex. 
At the Universal Exhibition the jury awarded 
ber a first-class medal, saying in their report 
that it was because the artist could not receive 
the decoration.” The Em Eugenie decoded 
otberwise ; one dav she called upon Mlle. Bon- 
heur and left a jewel-casket upon the table. It 
coutained the Cross of the Legion of Honor. 
Rosa Ppobenur is the only woman who ever re. 
ceived it in France for intellectual achievemeuts- 

Lhe pictures of Kosa Bonteur are remarkable 
for their skillful composition aud incomparable 
knowledge of dra wiug aud modeling, rather than 
for the quality of the coloring. The greater 
part of ber works go to Engiand. There is 
sarcely a parallel among women to her success 
in her art, accompanied as it ts with a complete 
absence of all the seutimeuts and wots which 
usually characterize her sex. Of the Bonheur 
family every taember is an artist, and, what is 
much more extraordinary, every ove of them is 
taleuted. Juliette (now Madame Peyrolle) bas 
sent a picture of sheep to the Salon this year, 
which attracis a great deal of attention.

Next to high fares, the most 
serious objection offered by meny to becoming 
denizens of the suburbs 1s the impossibility of 
attending chureh in the city on the Sabbath. und 
to the present residents it is certainty a very 
serious deprivation. Manv would gladly live ie 
the country, but they besitate to sever their 
connection with the churches of which they are 
now members. Very manv others, whose asso- 
ciations may not be of this character, vould 
gladly avail themselves of a Sunday train and 
cheap fare to visit the city each Sabbath and 
listen to sermons by eome of the popular and 
eloquent city clergymen. 

No road out of Chicago offers better induce- 
ments for summer residences and country 
homes than the Wisconsin Division of the 
Northwestern Railroad. After reaching what 
was early known as “Union Ridge,” at Nor- 
wood Park, the road runs over high rolling 
ground, through pretty villages aud past charm- 
ing rural homes. Splendid farms line the road 
on either hand. It is a country full 
of health, comfort, aod independence. 
Unlike part of the region south of Chica- 
go, no local or malarial diseases infest 
Cheap fares would soon fill it with 
a teeming population, doing business in tbe city, 
but ro ieved from most of its annoyances. Along 
this road, as far ae Desplaines, the crv is for a 
cheap — train, by which those who desire 
may be enabled to attend Divine service in the 
city. May the time be not far distant when it 
will be an accomplisbed fact, and to both these 
questions of vital importance to the prosperity 
of the suburbs— that of cheaper fares ard Sun- 
day trains—may Tux Trisune continue to give 
its ear nest advocacy. R.

The Excitement in the Rocky Moun- 
tain Region.

Braver, Utah, July 28.—There is a stir in the 
Rocky Mountains now, youcan jast bet, Utah 
is boiling as I never saw it before.

The Produce Markets Weakened by 
the Fine Weather, 


FINANCIAL. 


There was a quiet movement in every department of 
the loan market, The feeling of coufidence in the 
immediate recovery of business is not as pronounced 
as it was whem the export demand for our breadstuffs 
opened so briskly 6 few weeks ago, There are some 
apprehensions that trade must wait another season for 
the full realization of the hopes that were entertained 
for this fall. The steadier observers of the state of 
trade have not yielded te the depressed mood, They 
are waiting for accurate returns of the rea) state of 
affairs in the agricultural districts, No doybt if wt 
turns out the farmers are to be disappointed in their 
hopes of s good harvest, commanding good 
prices, the results will be felt un pleasantly 
in business, but u is by no means certain 
that any ch disappointment is in the future, 
It is not too ran improvement in the weather 
that may materially better the financial outlook, and 
it is too early to take it for granted that the forcign 
demand is not to be exhaustive of our surplus, The 
weather at this writing la very fine. The last issue of 
the Mark Lane Ezpresa shows what may be the effects 
of this. It says: “ The cereal crop just reaching 
maturity hae deen saved by the fine weather, We may 
yet ha ve a moderate harvest, in good order. The har- 
yest in France also is progressing rapidly; but gen- 
eral reports indicate lees than « fair average yield, 
although in Paris and Marseilles prices have fallen 2 
shillings.” We may experience just such a favorable 
turn bere in time to save us much that now seems 
lost. 

Rates of discount at the banks are 8@10 per cent to 
regular customers, and 608 per cent to desirable out- 
side borrowers, The demand for accommodations is 
light, and leaves the surplus of loauable capital large 
enough to keep rates depressed. 

On the street there is little doing in paper; rates are 
6@i8 per cent, 

New York exchange was weaker, and sold at Be dis- 
count between banks for $1,000, 

The orders from the wheat districts for currency 
are light and indicate a restricted movement of bread- 
stuffs to market. 

The clearings Saturday were $3,929,357; for the 
week they were $10,267,834, against $23,020,798 for the 
corresponding week of last year. 

DECLINE OF BRITISH TRADS, 

The instances are frequent in which the English 
newspapers find that British trade {s suffering from 
the competition of other nations.

He chronicies the successful rivalry 
in the Portugal trade of the German, French, and 
Swiss, But he says:

As cable 
replies have been sent to the effect that our spring 
wheat crop is all right in the main, it is expected that 
the British markets will ease down during the coming 
week, New grain is arriving sparingly, but more 
freely than indicated by the inspection records. Sev- 
eral lots have been sold by sample, which were not 
placed in store. We note the arrival of a car-load of 
No, 2 spring, which was graded as such, but not re- 
ported, New rye and barley are now in order, and 
new oats will be here soon, though the wea is 
against an early marketing of the oat crop. 

A good many remarks are made daily about the 

character of the dispatches received from New York 
by our Board of Trade, They are especially non- 
understandable on wheat, and the lengthy phrases in 
which the lack of definite Information are couched 
suggest that the reports are more pleasing to the tele- 
graph companies than to the people who pay for the 
messages. 
The leading produce markets were less active on 
Saturday, several of them dull, and nearly all weak. 
The markets took their tone from the weather, as for 
so many days previously. The skies were moderately 
clear overhead, and the Northwest was free from rain, 
while the temperature was higher, This revived the 
hopes of those who have been operating for 
lower prices, and brought out free sellers, 
irrespective oof. the tome of advices from 
the reaboard and Europe. The shipping movement 
was very dull, Shippers did not care to operate in 
grain, and about the only thing done in that direction 
was to load on owners account, in preference to t- 
ting the vessels lie idle, The better harvest prospect 
made buyers hold back in anticipation of a rather big 
decline in prices, 

Dry goods were in moderate local and country de- 
mand at nominally steady prices. There was no fin- 
portant new features in the grocery market, the only 
noticeable change being a slightly easier feeling in 
sugats, Ooffees rem in excéedingly firm, and rice, 
sirups, molasses, teas, and most other lines were also 
held with unabated firmness, The butter and cheese 
markets remain as before, being fairly active and 
firm. Dried fruits met with a fair inquiry 
and were firm. Apples and Turkish prunes 
were again slightly advanced, with which exceptions 
prices ranged the same as on Friday. There was a 
good demand for fish at well sustained prices. Can. 
ned goods remain dull as previously quoted. In the 
coal and wood markets there was a fair amount of 
trading at about steady prices. Oils were quoted firm 
end unchanged. There was a buoyant tone to the 
tobacco market.

From the bour she is estab- 
lished in the heart of her dominious, she begins 
depositing eggs at the rate of about sixty a min- 
ute, or upwards of 80,0000.every tw -four 
hours, and of 30,000,000 a year. In a single day 
she produces more offspring than does the fer- 
tile queen-bee in the course of an entire year. 
of busy workers attend upon the 
. feedivg her and removing the eggs as 
ast as they are laid to other ceils in the nest pre- 
pared for their reception, where they are hatched, 
aud the young are nurtured aod guarded until 
they have reached maturity. The greater por- 
tion of these nurslings are destined to become 
the workers of a future colony; others are de- 
veloped into soldiers to serve with the workers; 
and still others in due time pass into the perfect 
winged state. At the opeaing of the rainy sea- 
son. which generally commences in the latter part 
of May, the winged termites, consisting of males 
and females, in avout equal proportions, are ready 
to swarm from the parent nest. 

After the first heavy rain or two they pour out 
from the hive in vast cloads and moust on their 
wings for the first and only time io their lives. 
In the vicinity of large nests or termitaries the 
air will be thick with them as with blinding, 
fluttering snow-flakes. For a brief while they 
eujoy the novelty of flight, and then drop to the 
ground, aod wich a sudden forward jerk of the 
wings snap off these vow useless appendages 
and voluntarily condemn themselves to be mere 
crawlers on the ground. While the termites 
are swarming im tne air end on the earth, their 
enemiés of every kind are actively waging against 
them a war of exterminatioo. Their strange 
exodas from the home of their birth takes place 
in the evening, but numerous foes are 
ever ready to precipitate an attack upon 
them. The bats and goateuckers and other 
winged things consume them while hovering in 
the air, and, as they fall to the ground, ant-eat- 
era, toads, spiders, other species of ants, and 
ravecers too numerous to mention, sprivg upon 
them fiom every quarter, and continue the ter- 
1ible work of destruction. It is supposed that 
not one in 20,000 survives to found anew col- 
ony. It looks like an imbecile proceeding on 
the part of nature to set in motion a train of 
circumstances that will lead to such excessive 
waste, but in exvianation itis said by some nat- 
uralists that these hosts of winged termites are 
sent forth in order that they may have a chance 
to encounter the pew broods from other col- 
ovies, and thus avoid the ili effects of mating 
among themselves and breeding in-and-in. 

When the flying termites have descended to 
the ground and shorn themselves of their wings, 
the indefatigable workers wil! be found on the 
spot, rushing about in search of a pair whom 
they may convey to a place of security and adopt 
as their king and queen. A few couples only 
sill be picked up by the workers, the remainder 
of the great host of waoderere sadly perishiug 
in one way or another. 

Ali the termites are miners, and the greater 
number are also architects and ma ons. Ove 
species, the Termes arborum, builds its nest in 
trees, sometimes at the height of 70 or 80 feet. 
These arboreal structures are of huge tize, like 
suger-casks, and are made of particles uf gnawed 
wood and cemented together, and so stiongly 
attached to a branch that the severest storm will 
not sbake them from their foundations. 

The Zermes atroz build their vests in the 
form of upright cylinders, which are from 2 tw 3 
feet Ligh, about 5 feet in diameter, aod are com- 
1 of well-tempered black earth or clay. 

ne cylinders are capped with a roof whose eaves 
jut 3 or 8 inches beyond the circular walls, giving 
the whole the appearance of gigantic musbroou.s. 
Bat the most wonderful architects among the 
termites are the Jermes bellicasus, whose dome- 
like dwellings rise to the height of from 12 to 20 
feet. Their outward aspect is that of an irregu- 
lar cone flanked with turrets graduaily decreas- 
ing in height like the pinnacles of a cathedral. 
The external walls of this edifice are from 15 to 
inches chick, and are hard as rock or sunburnt 
brick, Under the dome of the termitary, 
as the nest is called, there is a va- 
cant space occupying about one-third of 
the total height. This open story or atticserves 
to mamtain a uniform temperature throughout 
the structure. Just below the attic are situated 
the egg-rooms and nurseries. These are little 
ceils divided off by partitions made of sawdust 
rendered solid by meaus of gum. Under the 
purseries on the ground-floor is the royal cham- 
ber, an ob.onpg avartment with an arched ceiling 
aud Walls pierced wiih circular openings. 
Round about this cell are distributed 
the offices, . which are also  vauited 
rooms, communicating with each other 
by corridors. Along the walls of the termitary 
are ranged the magazines, in which are stored 
gums and vegetable juices, solidified and in pow- 
der. There is no visible enttauce to these edi ces, 
the termites entering them through long subter- 
ranean galleries. Although built of earth, and tun- 
ne ed with corridors and cells, these nests are so 
stout as to bear the weight of a man, or even of 
a buffalo, and they form a favorite watch-tower 
for wild beasts, which are enabled to overlook 
the surrounding country from their summits. 

Should one of these termitaries be broken into, 
an army of soldiers rush forth and charge against 
the assailant with indescribable fury. Being 
blind, their attacks are delivered wildly upon the 
first object that offers itself. If negroes are the 
aggressors they are soon put to flight, for the 
bite of che fighting termite is keen asa knife- 
cut, the insect banging on to the bleeding wound 
he bas made until he is torn from it limb by 
limb. During the combat,” writes M. Figuier, 
describing the scene. the soldiers strike from 
time to time on the ground with their 
pincers, apd produce a little dry sound, 
to which the workers answer by a Sort 
of whistling. The workers immediately make 
their. appearance, and, with their pellets of 
mortar, set to work to stop ap the holes, and to 
repair the damage. The soldiers then re-enter, 
with the exception of asmail number, who re- 
main to superintend the work of the masous ; 
they give, at intervals, the usual signal, and the 
workers answer by a Whistle which means 
‘Here we are! as they redouvle their activity. 
If the attack recommences, the soldiers are at 
their posts, defendiug the ground inch by inch. 
During this time the workers mark the pas- 
sages, stop up the galleries, anc wall up with 
care the ros al cell. If you manage to penetrate 
as fer as this sanctuary, you may pick up and 
carry away from the cell which contains them 
the precious couple without the workers in at- 
tendance on them interrupting their work, for 
they are blind.” 

The termites are among the most destructive 
of living creatures. Nothmg but stone and the 
metals are secure from their Jepredativns. Their 
diet is vegeta:fan, and consists chiefly of the 

bres of wood. As they are blind, tuey do not 
peed to work in the ight, but. on the contrary, 
avoid it, and carefully cooduct all their opera- 
tions under cover, #9 that the injury they are 
doing is seidom discovered until nea:ly or quite 
accomplished. In the course of a single night 
they will consume the entire wood-work of a 
building. They perforate the floor, the beams, 
the furniture, aud every article and utensil of 
wood in the house, leaving ail standing sppar- 
ently intact, but in reality a mere shell, with the 
substance wholly eaten out. The chairs remain 
as placed the night before, but fall in pieces as 
ove sits u them; the staircase drops at the 
firat foot-fall upon it, and the timbers that sup-

Of the operations of the termites in La 
Rochelle, M. de Quaterfages writes: 

The Prefecture ands few neighboring houses are 
the principal scenes of the destructive ravages of the 
termites, but here they have taken complete posses- 
sion of the premises. Ia the en not a stake 
can be put into the ground, and nota plank can be 
left on the beds, without being attaeked within twen- 
ty-four hours, The fences put around the young 
trees are gnawed from the bottom, while the trees 
themselves are gutted to the very branches, 

Within the building itself, the apartments and offi- 
ces are alike invaded. I saw upon the roof of a bed- 
room that had been recently repaired, galleries made 
by the termites which looked like stalactites, and 
which had begun to show themselves the very day af- 
ter the workmen had left the place. In the cellars I 
discovered similar galleries, which were within half- 
way between the ceiling and the floor, or running all 
along the walls, * 1 es seme fe ben ay 
* garrets; for on r-case 
— were observed hoo 3. ay the ground floor and the 
second floor, passing under the plaster wherever it 
was sufficiently thick for the purpose, and only com- 
ing to view at different points where the stones were 
on the surface; for, like other species, the termites 
of La Rochelle always werk under cover, whenever it 
is possible for them to do so, 

One species of termites, the Termes flaripes, 
dweilsin the United States, extending as far 
north as Massachusetts. It may be found under 
stones and fallen timoers, beneath which its bur- 
rows extend into tne ground. The workérs of 
this species are white, with yellow heads, and 
the other classes are brown. It dwelle in colo- 
nies of a hundred or more in the labyrinth of 
subterranean galleries aod chambers which it 
excavates. In the centre of its nest, well-guarded 
in their cell, dweil the royal pair, that, as in the 
case with other termites, fonnd and perpetuate 
the community. This species can be accused of 
no harm thus far beyond some destruction of 
vines by consuming their roots. 

Termites are greedily devoured by the aborig- 
ines of tropical countries. The 14 ef Afri- 
ca prefer them roasted, while the Indians of 
South America knead them with flour and make 
them ipntoasort of cake. Travelers who have 
tested their quality pronounce these white soft- 
bodied insects very palatable, with a flavor like 
that of marrow or sweetened cream. Smeath- 
man regards them as a more choice article of 
diet than the famous palm-worm—the larva of 
the beetle Calandra paimarum—which is 80 
highly esteemed in our southern continent. A 
too liberal feast of fried termites is, however, 
not without dangerous consequences, as it is apt 
to produce a fatal kiod of dysentery that proves 
mortal in a few hours.

ILLUSTRIOUS GOURMANDS. 

The fastidious Byron declared that a lover 
should never see his mistress engaged in the vul- 
gar operation of eating if be did not desire to be 
but it may more reason- 
ably be said that, if one wishes to preserve his 
adoration of a great hero, let him never inquire 
bow gross are the appetites which his demi-god 
satisties with the pleasures of the table. History 
bas placed Charles V. among the exalted men of 
the past, second to very few in might of intellect 
and height of achievement, but Motley lays him 
low beneath our regard by whispering™ that he 
was a gluttonous eater. ‘‘He breakfasted at 5,” 
gays the author of the Rise of the Dutch Re- 
public,” on a fowl seethed in milk and dressed 
with sugar and spices. After this he went to 
sleep again. He dined at 12, partaking always 
of twenty dishes. He supped twice; at first 
soon after vespers, and the second time at mid- 
night or 1 o’clock, which meal was, perhaps, the 
most solid of the four. After meat he ate a 
great quantity of pastry and sweetmeats, and he 
irrigated every repast by vast draughts of beer 
and wine. His stomach, origmally a wonderful 
ene, succumbed after forty years of such labor.” 

We are not accusiomed to pay peculiar honors 
to Philip II., but it may be worth while to re- 
mark, while passing, that the son inherited from 
the father a predilection for high living. We 
are indebted again te Motley for the information 
that “Philip “looked habitually on the ground 
when he conversed, was chary of speech, em- 
berrassed, aod even suffering in manner. This 
was ascribed partly to habitual pains in 
the stomach occasioned by his inordinate fond- 
ness for pastry.” 

Frederick the Great knew how to be abstemious 
when the necessities of a martial life constrained 
him, but the warrior died at last of too much 
good eating. 1e King,” wrote Mirabeau, 
* eats every day of ten or twelve dishes at din- 
ner, each highly seasoned ; besides, at breakfast 
aud supper, bread-and-butter covered with salt 
ed tongue and pepper. We are at the last 
scene.” Another authority informs us that Fred- 
erick was immoderately fond of eel pies pepper- 
ed to excess. The King was afflicted with drop- 
sy some time before his death, which occuri:ed 
Aug. 17, 1736. “On the tu of July,” again 
writes Mirabeau, when the doctor (the famous 
Zimmermann) saw the King in the afternoon, all 
had again changed for the worse. He had ap- 
plied bimseif to public business from half-past 
Sin the morning wll 7. He then ate for his 
breakfast a plate of sweetmeats, composed of 
sugar, white of eggs, and some cream; then 
strawberries, cherries, and cold meat.” 

The illustrious Napoleon was gullty of vo- 
racity, although he dispatebed his meals with 
the utmost haste. The state dinuers at the 
Iuilleries occupied only thirty-five mmutes, yet 
it is hinted that the Emperor consumed large 
quantities of food within the allotted time. The 
loss of the battle of Leipsic bas been attributed 
to a shoulder of mutton stuffed with onions, 
with which Napoleon gorged himself until brain 
and body were incapavie of action. But it must 
be mentioned to the credit of the Emperor that 
he was vever addicted to wine. 

Henry I. of England died of a surfeit of lam- 
preys, and it is said that King John brought him- 
self to the grave by feasting too greedily upon 
peaches and ale. William III. was given to in- 
ordinate eating and drinking. His dipner was 
the great event of bis life, and be prolcoged his 
stay at the board for Lours together. Charles II. 
8 in a concretion of eggs aud amber-gris, 
and his death bas by some been attribu to 
poison administered in this favorite dish. Peter 
the Great, that wonderful combination of the 
man end the brute, is to be ranked among voted 
gourmands. In his brief but vivid account of

Not above fifty scholars are 
allowed in a room ; therefore it often happens 
that one class will oocupy two apartments ander 
two different teachers. As the preceptors of the 
lowest and the highest classes have assistants, it 
follows that a school of cot more than 300 chil- 
dren, and generally of many less, will be pro- 
vided with eight teachers. The school buildings 
are well fitted, supplied with ample acd excel- 
leut material, and are conveniently arranged and 
excellently cared for. 

The teachers are obhged to undergo a thorough 
system of training iu order to secure admission 
into the schools. Two years’ attendance at the 
Normal School obtains a second-class certificate 
and three years a first-class certificate. A whole 
year is then given to practice under a teacher iu 
a communal school, for which no remuneration 
is received. At the expiration of this time the 
bolder of a second-class certificate may apply for 
a post as teacher in any t the lower four 
classes, but only the holder of a first-class cer- 
tificate may aspire to a piace in the two higher 


Tbere is but one school session daily, and this 
begins at 9 in the morning. A recess of an hour 
at coon allows the children time for recreation 
and to dispose of the lunch with which they pro- 
vide themselves. In the girls’ school needle- 
work is taught from 1 to 3:30, and gymuastics and 
choral singing for the remainder of the session 
which closses at 4:30. In the higher grades the 
boys are dismissed at 3. having previously had 
their hour of drill in sioging. Boe and girls 
are taught the same things in the same classes 
throughout the schools of Florence. Geography, 
grammar, analysis, elementary geometry, apd 
natura history are studied by childrea under 10. 

Great attention is paid to lessons in composi- 
tion. These are introduced in the second class, 
which often contains children of 7. Ihe exer- 
cises are at first very simple, but are most skill- 
fu:ly elaborated, and end by giving the pupils of 
the advaoced classes an extracrdivary command 
of language and facility of expression. Draw- 
ing is also carefully taught, with admirable re- 
sults, while among the gir.s embroidery becomes, 
under the instruction given, almost a five art. 
Plain needie-work is not neglected, and the 
mending of stockings and the cutting and mak- 
ing of men’s shirts are practiced with proper 
painstaking by giris in the upper grade. 

No foreign languages are taught in the com- 

bools. These are 
for 
pupils 
pursue their education for a considerable course 
of time. ‘be municipal schools are daily visited 
by officers whose business 1 is to inspect their 
managements, saperintend the examinations, 
and attend ta their general well-being. A med- 
ical officer siso visite each school weekly to in- 
quire into its sanitary condition. The pupils 
pass a bi-meothly examiuation, the flual one oc- 
curing in he last fortnight of June, after 
which the school year closes, and then follows a 
vacation of two mooths. From this description 
it would aopear that the svstem of common- 
school education in practice in America might 
borrow with advantage some of the features that 
characterize the public schools of Italy. 


RUSSIAN HORSES. 

The returas of the Central Statistical Bureau 
of St. Petersburg publish the fact that, although 
the supply u decreasing, Russia maintains o 
larger stockof horses than any other country in 
Europe. Ithas almost three times as many in 
proportion te its population as either England. 
Prussia, France, or Austria. The number of 
these useful quadrupeds owned in its dominions 
is upwards of 28,000,000, or twenty-seven to every 
100 inhabitasts. Siberie hag the best supply, 
there being in thie dietrict a horse to almost 
every man ot the population. Poland, Finland. 
and Caucas possess but few, while in the 
South and Southwestern Governments oxen 
take the plate of horses almost altogether for 
agricultural 2urposes. 

Tbe four great breeds of Russian borses are 
the steppe bortze, the mountain horse of Canca- 
sia, the foest horse of the north, and the 
draught bore, called the Bitjug. The steppe 
horses are 0. various yet kindred descent, and 
are all notedin grester or lees degree for keen 
sight, swift great endurance, and exceed- 
ing hardiness. They live out of doors the vear 
round, and ge capable ‘of sustaining extreme 
changes of cimate and severe privations of food 
aod drink. The Caucasian breeds are generally 
spirited, enluring, cautious, and eure-footed. 
Tbe porthen borses are distinguished tor good 
temper, actwwity, strevgth, and endurance. The 
bitjags, whth take their name from the river 
2 — are extremely stroug aud adapted to 
bard work a well as quick driving, but the race 
is said to bemearly saline 

There areseven Crown studs in Russia, and 
one in Polaci, conta ning, altogether, 3,602 brood 
mares and horses, with tweive Crown stabies, 
having 945 tailions. There are also 2,444 pri- 
vate studs, containing 6.496 stallions aud about 
70,000 bro mares, besides upwards of 69,000 
stallious an 62,000 brood mares in the copach 
aud steppe “ tabures.” Three hundred and 
eighty hors-fairs are annually held in Russi» 
at which abut 150,000 animals are sold out of 
about 263,00 brought to market. The averare 
price per hrse is about 60 roubies, making tae 
yearly retuns 9,000,000 roubles; or $6,850,000. 
An exhibition of Russian-bred stallions and 
mares will ake place at Moscow the coming Sep- 
tember, unter the Imperial auspices, when about 
$15,000 wii be distributed as prizes.

A mase-meeting of the citizens opposed to the 
present fire-limits and in favor of allowing peo- 
ple to erect wooden structures withio the city 
limits was held last evening at Ogden's Grove. 
There were about 300 persons present, among 
whom, howeyer, were but few people of note. 
The meeting was called to order by Mr. Carl 
Haussner, who stated that the call emanated 
from the Guard of the Republic, which was 

A POLITICAL ORGANIZATION, 
and they meant to take part in the politics of the 
city this fall and allow the people to be run no 
longer in the interest of bummers and scalawags. 
They thought best to begin with the fire-limit 
on which was a most vital one with them 


Mr. W. H. Sanborn was then nominated and 
elected Chairman of the meeting. Mr. J. W. 
Hoffman was chosen as Secretary. 

MR. CHARLES HAUSSNER 
then addressed the meeting, saying that the 
meeting was called as a measure to see whether 


she people have any rights. The present fire 
limits were passed when the city was believed to 
be in immediate danger from fire. They had seen 
the result of this fire ordinance. Hardly a build- 
ing bas gone up since its passage, nor can any 
lots be sold, The very men who sold them the 
lots were the men who were iu favor of extend- 
ing the fire-limits. It was the interest of these 
men to send them far out in the country to sell 
more land. The Fire Department had greatly 
improved, and there was no longer a necessity 
for so stringent an ordinance. The property- 
holders were on the watch, and would 
prevent another conflagration. The land 
had greatly depreciated in value, and lots could 
be bought cheap, but poor man could not buy, 
because he was not allowed to build a wooden 
building, such as his means allowed. They psid 
millions of dollars for a fire department, and a 
department that cost such sum should be able 
to protect their property. He hed seen several 
leading citizens, and they had all told him that a 
contraction of the fire limits was 6 necessity. 
The very men who lived in frame houses, but 
got rich and live now in stone fronta, are all op- 
posed to contracting the fire limits. These men 
want to foree the workingmen to live in un- 
healthy tecements. The dre limit had to be de- 
cided sooner or later. The present Board of Al- 
dermep might not be in favor of cont:acting the 
limits, but next election they could vote for such 
men a8 were in favor of giving the poor man a 
chance.

A daily report was 
made of bis life, showing every place he visited, 
every drink he took, every dollar he expended. 
It was 8000 observed that he bewan to frequent 
more than usual the saloon of ove William H. 
Otman, on Peunryivapia avenue, near TwelTib 
street. Ihere he frequently became intoxicated 
and lost considerabie money at small cards. 
The suspicions of the ofticers were furtoer 
aroused irom the fact that Otman was in some 
way connected with the Jackson defaication in 
the Treasury some years ago. Washburn im- 
mediately adopted the theory that Halleck had 
siolen the money, and had made Otman a con- 
federate to assist im disposing of the large bills.

MALADMINISTRATION OF THE GOVERNMENT INSANE 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., Aug. 3.—The world has 
always treated with tenderest consideration its 
insane poor. It has not mattered much to 
civilized folk whether a great career, like that of 
Dean Swift, has gone out in an awful downfall 
and ruin, with a brain dying atop,” or whether 
& common pauper has gone mad. The same hu- 
manity has eared for both. When silence and 
night have closed over a human intellect, it 
shall go bard with a people who do not pity and 
protect the poor, brainless body that is left. 

It was in this spirit that the Government 
Hospital for the Insane was built; and it is in 
this spirit that the people, by whose money it 
is maintained, expect that it will be maaaged. 
Circumstances have become known, within the 
last few days, which seem to cast dishonor upon 
che present management of that institution, and 
to be a disgrace to American humanity. 

A BRUTAL STORY. 

The story, in brief, is this: 

On the night of the 28th of June, two 
of the officers of the Metropolitan Po- 
lice Force were taken in one of Knox's 
Express omuibuses to the United States 
Lunatic Asylum in the District of Columbia, 
and, after receiving from Dr. Charles H. Nichols, 
the Superintendent of the insitution, three of 
the insane inmates, the omnibus was driven 
into Maryland, and about midnight halted in a 
wood in the neighborhood of Upper Mariboro’, 
Prince George's County. The patients were 
then taken from the vehicle and left to make 
their way as best they could, the team and offi- 
cers being driven back to Washington. 

BEAUTIFUL SITE OF THE ASYLUM. 

The location of the Asylum reudered this trans- 
action very practicable. The building is situa- 
ted on one of the beautiful wooded heights which 
skirt the banks of the Upper Potomac, at tiie 
junction of the Anacostia, and almost directly 
south of;the Navy-Yard. Its batwuements and 
castellated towers, which so greatly resemble a 
baronial castle, can be seen crowning the woc4- 
ed slope, from all points of the hill country 
around. That curious trait in human character 
which shows its regard for the anfortuvate and 
the lost by piacivg cemeteries and blind asylums 
in the most beautiful and sightliest spots, se- 
lected that charming site for those who are h- 
ing in the eternal death of the mad-house. 

The Maryland line lies a short distance south 
and east of the Asylum-grounds. Toe country 
is very thinly populated. The roads at night 
are very rarely frequented, except by tramps. 
A twenty-minutes’ sharp drive would have 
brought the omuibus to the Maryland boundary. 

A SCENE IN THE MARYLAND WOODS. 

How this was done i told in the affidavit 
which follows, which was made by Frank Turn- 
borke, the driver of the wagon: 

Be it remembered that, on the 29th day of July, 1875, 
personally appeared before the subscriber, a Justice 
of the Peace for the City of Washington, D. C., bran- 
cis Turnborke, and, upon being sworn on the Holy 
Evangely of Aimighty God, deposeth and saith: Tuat, 
on or about tue h day of June, 1876, he wae direct- 
ed by his employer, Thomas C. Geurey, to proceed 
with Officers John Connell and —— Berkely, m a two- 
horse omnibus beionying to Knox’s Express Company, 
to some point beyond the limits of the city, not at 
that time designated. That he was the driver of 
the team, and left Washington City on the evening 
of the said 28th day of June about dusk, and, afver 
entering the wagon, he was ordered to drive to the 
Government Insane Asylum in the District of Colum- 
bia, which was reached about 9 o’clock. That, acting 
under the orders of Officer Con witness drove into 
the grounds of the Asylum, and, after a few minutes’ 
delay, three of the inmates of said institution were 
brought out of the buiiding frum the front entrance, 
and plaeed in the wagon which he (witness) was driv- 
ing. Two of these persous were males, and the re- 
maining one was a female; and one of the former, 
witness believes, was white, the others being negroes. 
That the three persons so placed in the said vehicle 
were, to the best belief of witness, insane, which they 
indicated by singing and talking incoberentiy during 
the journey into Maryland. That the wagon contain- 
ing the officers mentioned above, and the three insane 
persons referred to, left the Asylum grounds, driven 
by witness, between d and 10 o’clock on the night 
named above,—the orders given by Officer Connell to 
witness being to drive in the direction of Upper Marl-

If the law is complied with, no person c@uid 
be admitted to the Asylom under euch conditions 
as are said to have attached to the unkoown 
number who have recently been mysteriously 
turued loose in different cities, howling among 
their kind. 

But the law also provides that any indigent 
insane person who did not reside in tne District 
at the time he e insane may, in like man- 
ner, upon the certificate of a Judge or Justice, 
and the application of a member of the Board of 
Visitors, be admitted into the Hospital upon the 
application of the Governor of the District, and 
at the expense of the District during the contiu- 
uance of such insane person therein,—it being 
hereoy designed to give the Superintendent 
thereof authority to take charge of such insane 
person until the Governor can discover who his 
friends are or whence he came, with a view to 
the return of such person to such friends, or to 
the place of his residence, and thus relieve the 
District of the expense and charge of such in- 
digent insane von- resident. 

THE IMPOTENT JUSTIFICATION OF BARBARITY. 

The action of the Superintendent in return- 
ing these insane persons is based upon the last 
clause of this section of the law. They are not 
to be a charge upon the District Government if 
their friends or their farmer residence-city can 
be discovered. But it certainly is not within the 
inteut of an act to provide for the most bu, 
mane care and enlighteved curative treatment of 
the insane” to turn indigent insane of different 
races and sexes loose in a dark vigbtin a wilder- 
ness beside a swollen stream without money and 
without food, or to abandon them, under like 
circumstances, in the streets of distant cities. 
The law further provides that ul appropriations 
of money by Congress for the support of the 
Hospital shall be disbursed according to the laws 
regulating ordinary disbursements of public 
money. The oflicers of the Government Asy- 
lum will look long ia the s:atutes to find a war- 
rant for the grossly inbuman treatment of 
which they admit themselves to have been 
guilty. 

A LAW AS BROAD AS HUMAN SUFFERING. 

The law mak ng the latest appropriation for 
this Asylum is in these word: “ For the support, 
clothing, medical, and moral treatment of the 
insane of the army and navy and révenue-cutter 
service, and of all persons who may have be- 
comé insane since their entry ioto the naval or 
military service of the United States, aad who 
are indigent, and of the indigent iusane of the 
Distriet of Columbia, in the Government Hos- 
pital for the Iusane, $150,171." . 

This law makes no discrimination among 
the classes of indigent insane within the gloomy 
walls of that Asylum. The theory of State 
Rights did not coatrol the appropriation of that 
money. The representatives of the people gave 
it in the spirit of the act by which this institu- 
tion was founded, There is no provis- 
ion in the law that. if Maryland or 
Massachusetts has, a disproportionate num- 
ber in the Asylum, the excess shall 
be thrown over the battlements into the 
lvotomac. If there were more insane poor than 
this sum would care for, the Interior Depart- 
mentand the District of Oolumbia bave not 


hesitated, before now, to ask for deficiencies for 


jess humane purposes. No ves passes that ap- 
ls are not made in behalf of this institution 
in Congress, on the ground that the pauper mad 


of every State and Territory receive equal care. 


In the auuual report, the nativity of the in- 
mates is given with scrupulous exactoess. 
Members from distant portioos of the country 
are appealed to for their votes because this 
charity is as broad as humanity, or, ag the ap- 
propriation-orators generally say, as broad as 
this broad land of ours.” 
THE SAINTLY SIDE OF IT. 

The Hospital bas four chaplains, and, in the 
last report, it is aaid that The chavel aud other 
religious services have been satisfactorily con- 
ducted.” Will the next report explain the na- 
ture of the religious service performed by those 
who abandoned the three indigent insane, that 
dark night, on the banks of the swollen Piscat- 
away ? 

Dr. Nichola, in his last report, concludes: 
‘“*Effort has been made by the officers to fulfill, 
in the entirety of their spirit and letter, the 
noble objects of its creation and maintepance, 
which Congress, nearly two decades of years 
ago, declared to be ‘the most humane care and 


evlightened curative treatment of the insane of

THE LAST LONDON SENSATION, 
London Correspondence New York Urans. 

Our great sensation of the week has been the 
arrest, ov a charge of obtaining money under 
faise pretenses, of the Messrs. Collie, the great 
merchants who failed last June. This is some- 
thing he asresting Lord & Taylor, or Arngld & 
Constable. or A. T. Stewart for swiadling. The 
Messers. Collie had for many years carried on a 
very extensive trade with India. When they 
faiied their liabilities were said to be about 
£3,000,000 or $15,000,000; and about half of 
this amount was represented by bills or ac- 
ceptances which the London banks had dis- 
counted. It is now charged that the formerly 
great ade of the Collies bad dwindied down to 
a very small point, aud that for some time past 
they had bees only pretending to do business. 
They had houses in different places, and the 
charge is that these houses drew bills ou each 
other, pretending’ that they were for goods ac- 
tually sold or bought, and marking m with 
figures and letters pretending to represent cer- 
taiu bales or cargoes. These fictitious bills, as 
is charged, were then taken to the banks and 
discounted as regular trade bills,“ when in 
fact they were not only “accommodation 
paper, but actually frauds. The Messrs. 
Collie were arrested on Tuesday. Oue of 
them lives in a splendid mansion in 
Kensington, which was furuished at a cost of 
£40,000 ; the other resides at Manchester. They 
were brought before the Magistrate at Guildhall 
on Wednesday, and, after the charge against 
them had been stated, they were remanded for a 
week. The Magistrate said he must hold them 
to bail in a large sum, and £4,000 was named as 
the figure. It was then late in the day, aud the 
frieuds of Messrs. Collie were not prepared for 
what had bappened. The prosecution, more- 
over, insisted on forty-eight hours to examine 
into the ree ponsibility of the bail that might be 
offered; and so there was no remedy fo: 
the further disgrace that awaited the 
accused. They were conveyed to Newgate 
and there locked up lke any common 
criminals would be. The next day there were 
plenty of their fnenuds ready to bail them, but 
the prosecution took its time, and it was not un- 
til yesterday afternoon that the vecessary for- 
malities were gone through with and che prison- 
ers liberated.

LAST OF THE PARIS CREW. 

The Paris crew, the champicn four-oared crew 
of the world, of St. John's, N. B., has disbanded. 
The News of that city says: 

The disorganization was caused by the ent 
of the views of Mr. Hutton with those of the crew's 
other members—Mesers. Ross, Fulton, and Price—in 
reference to the ownership of their trainipg-boat, 
That they will ever come together again is not proba- 
ble, Price says he wond row any more; and Fulton 
and Ross want no trnck with Hutton, believing, they 
say, that it ie impossible to get along where all are not 
good friends. The breaking up of the crew will be 
the more regretted as it is said that they bad never 
made as good time as during their late training. 

The crew gained their first victories on July 7 and 
1897, when they defeated, at Paris, the celebra 
German, French, and Engtish crews in the races in in- 
rigged and outrigged boats. It was in consequence 
AH victories that they were named the Paris crew. 
On tucir return from the Seine they were rowed 
against and were closely pressed by an Indiantown 
crew; but on the following year they gained a great 
victory over the Indiantown four. In October, 1968, 
at Springfield, Ms., they gave the Ward brothers, 
the champions of the United States, a bad beating, 
reaching the winning post fully one minute in ad- 
vance. The followiug year they were victorious at ro- 
gattas on the St. Lawrence, at Toronto, and Niagara, 

Ou Sept. 15, 1870, the Paria crew sustained their first 
and only defeat from the time of their receiv- 
ing their title. They were matched against 
James Taylor, Thomas Winship, John Martin, and 
James Renforth, England’s champiog crew. The race 
came off at Lachine. The water had not been ae 
smooth as desired by our boys, and St. John citizens. 
who witnessed the eontest offered to put up $4,000 tc 
have another match made at once. Nothing was done 
till the following year, when Renforth, James Percy 
Robert Chambers, and Harry Kelly, as the champions 
of Englead, met our men ina match on the Keunebe 
casis, The St. Jobn oarsmen were the victors, but 
the sudden death of Renforth made them as downcast 
looking es the vanquished.

PLIMSOLL. 


The Shipping Bill in the English 
N Parliament. 
Remarkable Scene in the House of 
~~ Sommons." 
— — 
New York n 
Lowpor, July 24.—Such another seene as that 
in the House of Commons on Thursday night 


has not happened within at least living memory. | 


Members of the House of Commons denounced 
as Villains within the walls of their own ehamber 
and by one of themselves; the august Speaker 's 
reprimand scouted aod a fist sbaken under the 
venerable nose. And this in the year of grace 
1375, and iu the Parliament of England! It is 
really quite a wonder that the roof dia not fall 
in, or the walls snake, as these dreadful events 
were taking piace. 

For some time past it has been seen to be be- 
coming more and more unlikely that the Mer- 
chant Shipping bill could be passed this session. 
It was euspected that the Government bad never 
been well disposed toward it. and that they had 
ooly brought it in for the look of the thing, in 
order to appease an angry agitation. It couid, 
of course, have very well been passed if the Gov- 
ernmeut had made up its mind at the first to 
give it a fair chance, but this was not done. On 
the contrary, the bill was kept back in order to 
make wav for leas urgent business, and the con- 
sequence has been that the ouly part of it which 
has ever been considered is the first section, 
which provides crimival penalties for disorderly 
sailors, while the provisions with regard to the 
seaworthivess of ships and the responsibilities 
of shipowners have never bad an opportanity of 
being brought before the House. 

Even though it was foreseen and suspected 
that the Government was not serious in pushing 
on the Shipping bill, Mr. Disraeli’s announce- 
ment on Thursday evening that it had been de- 
cided to drop it came upon every one with a 
shock of surprise and regret. Mr. Disraeli said 
be was very sorry; but he did not say it as if be 
meant it very much, and the House was evident- 
ly trritated, especially with the apparent noncha- 
lance with which the thing was done, Mr. 
Geschen said a word or two expressing regret at 
the loss of the bill, and thea it seemed as if no 
more would be ssid. at least just then, for the 
bill was in the orders of the day, and was to 
come ud later on. Just, bowever, as the Ser- 
geant-at-Arme was on bis way to put the mace 
ander the table, in order that the House might 
go into committee on the Agricultural Holdings 
bill. a ronch, hoarse, tremaious voice was beard 
from the bar—‘‘ Mr. Speaker.“ All eves turned 
to the bar, and there was seen Mr. Plimsoll, who 
has led the popular agitation about the ships, 
moving the adjournment of ‘the House. 

TERRIBLY IN BABNEST. 

A glance at his face was enough to show that 
he was laburing under great excitement. Ordi- 
narily a rather purple-faced man, he was ashy 
pale. his lip quivered, and bis voice struggled 
with emotion as be said: Sir. I earneetily en- 
treat the right honorable gentleman at the head 
of the Government not to consign some thou- 
sands of living human beides to a miserable 
death.” He spoke amid a hush of perfect still- 
ness, and a kind of tarell went through the as- 
sembiy, althongh it is usually one of the coolest 
aud most phlegmatie in the world. But the et- 
fect of this solemn and pachetic appeal was irre- 
sistible. As Mr. Plimsoll went on to speak of 
the “ ship-ovners of murderous tendencies out- 
side of the House,” and their confederates with- 
m, he became more and more excited. He 
shouted, or rather shrieked, roiled his head, and 
lang hia arms about in the wildest way. He 
was also unconsciously shuffliag along the open 
floor, in the centre of the House, so that before 
he was done he bad got right into the middle of 
it, and in front of the Olerk’s table, ona raised 
seat at the end of which the Speaker site. He 
referred to a decision which has just been given 
by a Scotch Judge, strongty condemning the 
condition in which shins were sent to sea, and 
qu ted the statement of the Secretary of 
* Lloyd’s,” that he did vot know of a single 
worn-out ship that bad been broken up volun- 
tarily by the owners. “Sains,” be went on, 
pass from hand to hand until they are bought 
up by reckless specniators, and then ther are 
eeut to sea with precious buman lives. No fewer 
than 2,654 out of 5,000 ships on Lioyd’s register 
have gone off their c'sss and forfeited their po- 
sition; aud what are the aences? Why, 
continually every winter huod and bundreds 
of brave men are sent to death, and their wives 
made widows and their children fatherless, so 
that a few speculative scoundrels, in whose 
hearts there is neither the love of God nor fear 
of man, may make unbaliowed gain.” 

A GREAT UPROAR. 

There had been some murmurs when he first 
ke of ** murderous ship-owners,” but his sim- 
ple earnestness and intensity carried the au- 
dience along witb him, and chere were lond and 
significant cheers as he uttered the last words. 
It ne bad stopped here he would have had the 
House altogether with him; but, unfortunately, 
he was growing continaaliy more excited, as 
could be gathered from the increasing violence 
and gustiness of his manner, and soon lost con- 
trol over himself, aad probably even 3 eonscious- 
nese of where he was.

Upon which the Speaker saidin bis blandest tone 
tnat he must leave the matter to the judgment 
of the House.

Bo fas as Masonic teaching is concerned, it does not 
matter more whether there was once a King Soiomon 
who built a temple. than whether there are industrious 
bees Occupying the hive, long time a Masonic emblem. 
One of the most sagacious of the oid opponents of 
Masonry, John Quimcy Adams, recognized the impor- 
tance of this language, when he avowed that Masonry 
could not be destroyed until its landmarks were first 
removed, Take away the landmarks, and you destroy 
the universality of the language. this, and the 
paraphernalia of the Lodge- room degenerates to tinsel, 
ceremony becomes a mockery, aud the ritual a farce. 
Without the inner meaning which iluminates the 
landmarks, words and phrases, ~~ and metapbors 
may be marshaled in vain, It is ‘truth which gives 
plainness and brightness. We may pile uncounted 
degrees and orders upon the neophyte, but unless he 
understands this language, and from his son! receives 
it as the foundation whereon to erect the temple of his 
life, he is as muna stranger as one who traveis in a 
country neither conversing with its inhabitants nor 
entering their public or private dwellings. Penalties 
may dissuade —— overt acts of crime, but that is the 
worst kind of e Government which depends on these 
alone to secure the general welfare and advance a 
peo) le to its highest point of intelligence and happiness. 
Unity is the prime ut of strength, and the Pillar 
of Strength is a symbol of that complete aud perfect 
union of parts with parts wherein no other human or- 
ganization approximates Masonry. It is a grand 
acheme of moral teaching; but it is more than this. 
The devil can quote Ssripture, and the vilest of men 
ba ve their mouths filled with moral platitudes whilst 
their Satanic father ovcupies their hands with his own 
work. The most outrageous persecution and intoler- 
ance which history records have been defended on the 
most consummately moral and philantaropic grounds, 
Citizen Robespierre gioried in the name of pbilanturo- 
pist whilst glutting the guillotine with his victims, 

Cant phrases in religion aud wise sawsin morals 
may be weil enough in their way, but we like better 
that love of the nmexghbor which becomes more than a 
threefold cord of brotherly union, This feeling of fra- 
ternity, which Masonic association cultivates, is worth 
more for the preservation of true morality than all the 
tedious books and windy declamation on the subject 
the ages have inflicted upon us. His name “led all 
the rest” who prayed the Recording Angel te write 
bim as one who loves his fellow-men.”’ I[ appeal to 
the records of the past, and the living examples of the 
present time, as sufficient proof that iu our organiza- 
tion are found-—from whatever cause arising it matters 
not—the evidences of a — 2 unparalleled, a fraternal 
feeling unequaled. and from these a strength 
unsurpassed, The dense fibres timber, 
the crystalline grains ot marble, the salid particles of 
granite in the columns which hold up the towering 
palaces of Kings, are not so firmly held in cheir places 
as the individual yet united parts which make up this 
Pillar of Strength in the Masonic Temple, 

Not mauy years ago there came to the editors of one 
of our leading dailies at Chicago an emissary from ove 


trying to have published the recent tirade of that per- 
son age inst Masonry, The proposition was declined 
by the editor-in-chief. Money was offered for its in- 
sertion as an advertisement, and even that was de- 
clined, although some people think anything can buy 
its way into the public press, The agent was politely 
invited to take and his wares elsewhere. The 
production was sensational tos degree, and 4 sensi- 
tion is a fortune to‘a newspaper, An editor is never 
held responsivie for his advertising columas, unless 
obviously endangering the public morals or puhiie or- 
der. 

Why not publish the Pomeroy bantling? Simply be- 
cause, to use an expressive though homely phrase, that 
Political and quasi- 
theological gamesters, years ago, played out all 
their trump cards, and were beaten before they had 
even successfully “played the deuce,” The great 
public to which the newspaper caters cannot be made 
to dance to the music of poor Pomeroy’s penny 
Whistle when its ears have not yet recovered from the 
roariug of the colossal chorus of forty years ago, 

There are some people who read history apparently 
only as a task for the memory,and not as “ philosophy 
teaching by examples.” As Talleyraud said of the 
Bourbons, “* They learn nothing and they forget noth- 
ing.” They may do right by accident, but if wrong 
they remain forever and eternally wrong. They mis- 
take obstinacy for conservatism, stupidity for dignity, 
and sluggishness of perception for sounjiness of 
judgment. They move only because the earth which 
sustains them roils upon its axis and revolves in ite or- 
bit. They mistake specific gravity for strength, iner- 
tia for momentum, immobility for power. They 
catch the breath of the spirit of the age, as we do the 
light of the stars, years upon years after ite exhalation.

If they see at all it is only as the owls and the bata, 
in the midnight of their own notions, They are as 
oracular as the Cretan statue of Jupiter carved with- 
out ears,—so0 as not to be prejudiced in action by a0 
quired ideas, Their only idea of Justice is tust she is 
blind. To reason with them is to attempt the impossi- 
ble, for the logic of events will ever remain to them 
an impervious mystery.

THE TURNER CASE. 
MR. BARNUM’S ARGUMENT. 

The Turner forgery case occupied the Crim- 
inal Court again yesterday. The court-room was 
well filled during the entire day, and the sudi- 
ence was of high order, including several minis- 
ters, many prominent business men, anda fair 
representation of the legal fraternity, who bad 
been drawn hither to listen to the argu- 
mente, which were expected to be especially 
able from the legal talent employed and 
the money behind the advocates of either 
In the uature of things Mr. 
Barnum was entitled to the opening argument, 
which he commenced about 9 o'clock. He start- 
ed out with a defense of Reed, who had testified 
that he forged the particular deed in question at 
the instance of Turner, and endeavored to buiid 
him up, as well as his evidence, in the estima- 
tion of the jury. He then presented the deeds 
and com the signatures of those alleged 
to be forged with the genuine, takiug particu- 
lar pains to show the capacity of Reed for 
such work from the implements found in his 

on, and therefrom deduced tbe idea that 
— had committed the forgeries in question for 


Turoer. 

Betebdlishing this point to bis own satisfaction, 
he proceeded to dwell upon the law bearing on 
the case, holding that Turner knew that the 
deeds were forged when they came into his 
possession, and, as a consequence, was guilty 
of the crime alleged against bim in 
the eye of the lav. He held that 
Reed bad turned States evidence to enjoy 
the immunity the law gave him, and that if he 
bad not testified as he did he could not have 
beeu tried under the indictment against him, be- 
cause the offense for which he was iodicted had 
been committed outside of the County. Hence 
he reasoned that Reed bad no object in swearin 
falsely, and his evidence being daly corrobor 
must stand. 

The morning hour baving expired the Court 
took a recess until 2 o'clock. 

Upon the reassembling of the Court Mr. Bar- 
num resumed, following upa review of ‘the evi- 
dence and the history of the deeds alleged to be 
forged. He dwelt at length upon the letters ad- 
duced by the defense to establish the age and 
possession of the deeds, and completed bis ar- 
gument atout 7 o'clock, having spoken nearly 
nine hours. 

Mr. Swett will reply to-morrow, to be follow- 
ed by Mr. Storrs. . Barnum will close the 
case when the end is reached, but at adjouro- 
ment it was expected that the arguments wouid 
not be completed before Tuesday at noon. 

At the conclusion of his remarks, Mr. Baroum 
was shown a copy of the Evening Journal, 
wherein the following language concluded the 
report of the Turner case: 

That the result will be an acquittal, nobody, unless 
doubt, 

After reading the report, be remarked-to the 
Court that he should have that paper attached 
for contempt, which, of course, Will make the 
old reliable nervous.

Curcaeo, Aug. 7.—It nas been a source of sur- 
prise to the many friends of David A. Gage that 
no denial of tne charges of embezzlement, fraud. 
and theft has been made in his behalf and thas 
the public should have been allowed to suppose 
for 80 long a time that no defense could be of- 
fered against them. There probably is no other 
geutleman iv the city who nas so extended an 
acquaintance and who has so large a number of 
friends, who have thought it no disgrace to be 
considered friends of a gentleman so universally 
esteemed for honor, integrity, generosity, and 
the numberless good traite that combine to make 
up the character of a straightforward, honorable 
man; and tbey cannot believe that after living 
among them #0 many years, and showiog such 
honorable traits of character, he could have sud- 
denly proved himself aknave. They think it 
dot only improbable, but almost impossible, that 
he should have misappropriated public money, 

It has appeared straiige to me that the 
controllers of the leading newspapers of this 
city, all ef whom have been accounted bis friends, 
and ail of whom I venture to say still believe in 
his integrity, sbould have been content to allow 
their columns to contain from day to day articles 
in which he is denounced as embezzier and 
thief, without making some attempt to discover 
whether or not there could be no statement or 
defense made by Mr. Gage. 

The settlement of accounts between Mr. Gage 
and the city being in court, there wonld be no 
benefit derived from discussing the legal ques- 
tions here, and I bave neither the ability nor 
inclination to attempt it. Mr. Gage will bave to 
abide the result, whatever it may be. But to 
many people the fact that he has been Treasurer, 
and that there is a claim made that he has not 
turned over all his trust to his snecessor in 
office, seems sufficient evidence that he bas been 
corrupt, and they seem to uoderstand that he 
must be guilty of peculation, waether or not he 
should succeed in avoidiug the settlement 
through the shrewdness of his attorneys and 
technica! legal points. a 

Mr. Gage claims that in point of fact he was 
the agent ot the city, and was authorized and in- 
structed to invest its funde as his judgment 


should teil him would be best and safest: that 


this arrangement was entered into by himself 
apd tbe Common Council; that it was made in 
good faith, prompted solely by a desire to so in- 
vest the city moneys as to obtain the highest 
interest with the greatest safety, that there was 
no job in it, no ring, no steal. neither Mr. Gage 
nor any one else expecting to make money by so 
doing ; that by this arrangement he deposited 
the public moneys in the prominent bavks 
of the city, dividing the same as 
seemed most proper and convenient. 
at one time money being on deposit with eight- 
een different banks; that io makieg such de- 
posits he was not unduly infinenced by friend 
ship or favoritism ; that he took bonds from the 
different banks for the protection of the city 
and himself, which were considered perfectly 
good, and so pranounced by some of the most 
conservative men in the city, each bond being 
signed dy men considered worth at least 
$1,000,000 in the aggregate ; that these banks 
were to pay 454 per cent ioterest, and 
Mr. Gage was to turn over to the city 
4 per cent; that up to the time of the 
panic in the fall of 1878 these banks were 
universally considered sonnd, and the bonds be- 
lieved to be perfectly good, and that he was jus- 
tified in believing the public interests properiy 
protected by the precautions taken and the 
safeguards used; that all ot this was done by 
him not only with the knowledge and consent, 
but with the absolute approval, of the City Coun- 
ci! and its Finance Committee; and that, instead 
of censure, he received applause for so doing, 
and fos paying over to the city the interest. 

Now, it certainly does not seem right that Mr. 
Gage sbould be held accountable for the money 
so deposited, and should be obliged to bear the 
losses incurred by the banks that went under in 
the panic of 1873. Whatever benefit was to be 
derived from each deposits in the way of profit 
or interest was to go to the city; it was not 
heediess, reckless speculation for his owa profit 
that induced bim to loan the mopey to these 
banks; their failure was the result of a financial 
storm that carried thousands of careful safe, busi- 
ness men to the bottom, which came suddenly and 
could not have been anticipated by him, any 
more than it was by others. He also claims that, 
had he been permitted, he could bave collected 
these claims long before this time, but that the 
city bas taken possession of them and sued the 
banks and bondsmen in its own name, thus de- 
barring him from realizing upon them. 

The loans made by Mr. Gage upon the River- 
been severely criiicised, but 
when viewed iu the light of ail the facts do not 

em to be deserving of such terrible censure. 
Tue most of these loans were made before the 
fire, when the Riverside Company was in the full 
tide of successful operation, making magnificent 
improvements aud selling lots, and every one be- 
lieved in Riverside as the most beautiful, as well 
as most successful, suburb of Chicago. Before 
loaning the money Mr. Gage consulted sev- 

of the prominent — of the 
city, who approved of the loan. The law 
express'y authorized loaning the city funds 
upon real estate security. Tue bonds covered a 
large number of blocks and lots, and were not 
excessive in amount as the property was then 
valued. Mr. Gage considered them first-class 
secu ity, but took them as collateral two for one, 
and that they were accounted good securities is 
assured by the fact that the sale of the whole 
issue at 95 cents on the dollar was arranged, and 


was not consummated only because the great fire 


of October, 1871, gave the banker other uses for 
his money. The fire and the panic have very 
much reduced the value of these bonds, so that 
they are not worth the amount loaned upon 
them, and Mr. Gage is expected to take them 
and make good the loss. . 

Very many persons are willing to admit that 
Mr. Gage ought not be made responsible for 
the loss resulting from the bank failures, be- 
cause he was directly authorized to make the de- 
posits by the Council aed its Finance Commit- 
tee, and because the failure of the banks was 
of a national calamity, bat they think he ought 
to pay over the interest because he was elected 
upon that pledge. In reply to this Mr. Gage 
says:

Mr. Gage would have been um- 
versaily esteemed, and cousidered a noble-beart- 
ed. publio-epirited. generous man, and a wise 
fiuancier; there would have been nothing said 
about illegal acts. But, bad it not been for the 
pavic, Mr. Gage would have done all this, for 
every one who knows him koows that his pride 
was enlisted, and that he coveted the praise and 
esteem of the le pf Chicago in connection 
with bis career as Treasurer more than any- 
thing elee in the worid. 

Tue real truth is, that Mr. Gage is the victim 
of the two great public calamities, the fire and 
the panic, which he could not formsee, and these 
are the real causes of, not a defalcation, but of 
the city d ing obliged to suffer loss by reason of 
the investment of its fonds. Mr. Gage is still, 
as we have always believed him to be, an hon- 
esi, honorable man, who perbaps was a littie too 
sanguine of bis ability to leave a glorious of- 
ficial record in a well-filied public treasury, but 
he is not corrupt, nor is be an embezzier or de- 
faulter after the manner of Tweed, and it is an 
outrage for the public press (as they have so fre- 
quenily done) to associate the names of these 
two men who differ so entirely im everything 
that constitutes manhood.

PAWNBROKERS AND THE BANKS. 
To the Editor of The Chacaco Tribune: — 

Cuicaco, Aug..7.—It has been asserted, by 
persons who seemed to know the facts, that 
much of the capital used by professional pawn- 
brokers (who loan on pledge at 10 per cent a 
month) and private bankers (pawnbrokers who 
loan on pledge at 5 and 6 per cent per month), 
as well as those who loan on furniture and 
chattels at from 3 to 6 per cent per month, 
comes out of the léading banks of this city— 
the banks receiving directly or indirectly a larger 
profit from tnis source than ordinary loans. 

The bills of sale on chattel morigages which 
pawnbrokera and money-lend:rs receive from 
their victims are taken to the bank, and, by 
connivance with some officer in the bank, who 
receives a liberal share of Wwe protits, put up as 
cvliateral, and money borrowed thereon at 10 
per cent, to be reloaned to poor people at from 
36 to 120 per cent, according to circumstances. 

A knowledge of these facts will explain why 
pawubrokers and private money-lenders can ob- 
tain accommodation at the bank when merchauts 
and other busivess men, whom it is for the in- 
terest of banks to encourage avd sustain, have 
to stand aside to wait for a more convenient 
season. No factis better established than that 
bank officers sometimes speculate in the funds 
of a bank, and exercise towards customers a 
discrimination more partial then just. Suirz.
